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Why Is A Psychic? 


AN ANALYSIS OF MEDIUMSHIP 


Nor so long ago I sat watching one 
of my daughters trimming her sister’s 
hair. I casually stooped down and picked 
up a lock, which I placed in an envelope. 
Upon doing so I was asked what I in- 
tended to do with it. I replied that I 
was going to send it to a psychometrist 
just as an experiment, to see what the 
report would be. Whereupon the bar- 
berette clipped one of her own locks and 
said, “Send this along, too.” 

I slipped both envelopes into my pocket 
and when, a few days later, I took 
them out to mail I was not sure which 
was which. Oh, well, I thought, it makes 
little difference anyhow if the psychome- 
trist is any good we'll soon find out. 

So T simply labeled the envelopes “A” 
and “B” and sent them off, stating that 
I was an astrologer who was interested 
in psychometry and would be glad to 
hear just what impressions the locks of 
hair conveyed. 

In due time back cdme a letter with 
two short readings which left no ques- 
tion as to which was which. While only 
broadly descriptive of the two girls, the 
statement as to their respective condi- 
tions and environment was both clear 
and apt. Some predictions also were 
made, which only time can confirm or 
negate. 

As a test of psychometry it was defi- 
nitely conclusive, as it proved that some 
people have the gift of “sensing” the 
conditions of others merely by contact- 
ing some article closely pertaining to 
the querent—in this case a lock of hair 
—but a button or hairpin probably 
would have served as well. 

This little incident prompted me to 
write again to the psychic, with a re- 
quest for her birth data so that I might 
set up her horoscope and attempt to 
learn, astrologically, what made her “‘that 
way.” The data was forthcoming, and 
the chart itself is here pictured. For 
those interested the data reads: August 
7, 1888; 3.55 P.M., Sun Time; Lat. 42 
N., Long. 73 W.

It is undoubtedly true that everyone 
is born with some psychic ability, but 
in most people it remains almost entirely 
latent throughout life. Occasionally a 
person is found who has the gift of psy- 
chometry or some other phase of medi- 
umship, but it 1s a rare case indeed when 
one individual is gifted not only with 
psychometry but with clairvoyance, clair- 
audience, precognition, and the ability 
to heal by touch as well. 


Yet the subject of this study is phe- 
nomenally gifted along all these lines, 
as has been verified over and over. Ac- 
cording to her own statement she knows 
no more of what is back of it all or 
how the results are attained than do 
you or I. Since she has exhibited psychic 
faculties beyond the ordinary since the 
age of eight, it must be concluded that 
she was born with these super-sensory 
gifts. 

Now let us see if we can discover 
in her horoscope evidence of her extraor- 
dinary psychic ability or mediumship, 
if so you wish to term it. You will note, 
and possibly be surprised, at the strong 
stress on fire signs, with Sagittarius ris- 
ing and four planets in Leo. The water 
signs are commonly supposed to be the 
“sensitive” ones, and while it is quite 
true that Jupiter, ruler of the Ascend- 
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ant, Mars and Mercury are in water 
signs in this chart, the fire element is the 
predominating one. Edgar Cayce, one of 
the finest psychics ever known, also 
showed marked fire sign influence in 
his horoscope. I have noticed the same 
thing in the case of other psychics or 
mediums of what may be called the “posi- 
tive” type, in contrast to those with 
vague and nebulous gifts. 

In the chart beforé us, the three so- 
called “occult” planets—Uranus, Nep- 
tune and Pluto—all are found in air 
signs, where they are not restricted in 
action. The’ angles also are occupied by 
either fire or air signs, but the earth 
signs are entirely untenanted. This ab- 
sense of earth sign influence is note- 
worthy. The only significant evidence 
of it at all is seen in the intercepted 
Capricorn in the Ist house, where it 
acts on the personality more than any- 
thing else and thus hardly touches the 
heart of the inner nature. 

Fire and air are congenial elements, 
so there is clear play for the psychic 
forces originating in the deeply occult 
8th house, a house associated with that 
“other world” of which we know so 
little. The trend of action, too, naturally 
would tend to find expression on the 
mental rather than on the emotional 
plane That is, the psychic impressions 
received would register clearly on the 
mind and not be construed as mere 
“feelings” about this or that. 

The fact that Jupiter, ruler of the as- 
cendant, is in Scorpio, the 8th ‘sign, in- 
directly adds still further to 8th house 
influence. Incidentally, Jupiter also rules 
the 12th house, and Neptune and Pluto 
are close to the cusp of the 6th, thus 
accenting all three occult houses—the 
8th, 12th, and 6th. If we care to note 
the 4th house as well, again we find 8th 
house transference, for Mars, its ruler, 
is in Scorpio. 

Leo and Scorpio, the signs tradition- 
ally associated with birth and death re- 
spectively, also are known as creative 
signs. In this chart the planetary occu- 
pants are closely linked by aspect, thus 
suggesting a species of creation allied 
with the astral rather than with the ma- 
terial world. The basic trend of the chart 
being definitely occult, the vision is 
opened to other world conditions, and 
the creative faculties, as noted, used for 
constructing the astral picture. At least 
this accounts for the clairvoyant gifts 


of this psychic as I see it. The process 
is, of course, a subconscious one, voli- 
tion merely permitting it to function. 

When we view the chart from the 
clairaudient angle, a different approach 
must be made. Again granting the deeply 
occult background, in my opinion it is 
the tie-up between Mercury and Jupiter 
that is principally involved. Here the 
super-senses probably lead to the per- 
ception of astral “sound” which, I am 
inclined to think, is not always so re- 
liable as when turned to “seeing.” Can- 
cer, the sign in which Mercury is posited, 
is of such a personal nature that the 
impressions received are apt to be more 
or less colored by the state of the medium 
at the time. This is merely conjecture, 
but probably is true, 

Consideration of the gift of psychom- 
etry as applied to this chart calls for a 
still different approach. Venus is said 
to rule the sense of touch, and here this 
planet is found in Leo in the 8th house, 
in conjunction with the Sun and Moon 
and bv wide orb with Saturn, part ruler 
of the Ist house. It also is in close square 
to Jupiter, ruler of the rising sign, Sagit- 
tarius. The nature of these aspects, 
whether harmonious or otherwise, has 
little to do with their essential effects. 
It is the linking up itself which counts. 

In the practice of psychometry the 
psychic is given some article of a per- 
sonal nature to handle. By a sort of sys- 
tem of transference the touch impres- 
sions received at the Ist house, in this 
case via Jupiter and Saturn, are passed 
to the 8th house Venus, with resultant 
psychic reactions. The inherent strength 
of the 8th house steps up the vibrations 
or whatever you wish to call them, and 
makes impact on the medium. And there, 
in a nut shell, is the process of psychom- 
etry as I see it. This chart furnishes an 
excellent example of the subconscious 
procedure. 

The phenomena of precognition, or 
foretelling the future, is a very abstruse 
one and cannot clearly be discerned in 
this or indeed in any chart, so far as 
T can see. The time factor is of course 
involved, as well as the nature of future 
happenings. Exaetly what time is has 
never been solved, though it may be 
described as “contuinuity”—past, pres- 
ent and future all run together in a never 
ending stream. So that phase of the mat- 
ter is not entirely beyond comprehension. 
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But when it comes to describing the na- 
ture of events which have yet to occur, 
we enter the profundities. 


The only explanation which seems pos- 
sible is that in some way the psychic’s 
super-senses enter the time stream and 
register astral pictures which, according 
to occult teachings, always precede ma- 
terialization. The reading of horary horo- 
scopes is based on this theory. So far 
as the natal chart before us is concerned, 
I shall not attempt to offer any lucid 
astrological explanation of the phenom- 
ena for, quite frankly, - am unable to 
do so. 


The matter of healing by touch, how- 
ever, is not so involved. The sign Scor- 
pio always has been associated with 
what may be called “the magnetic touch” 
—the touch which heals and invigorates. 
Many doctors and nurses and, in fact, 
others not in any way connected with 
the healing professions, have this gift. 
In this chart we find Jupiter and Mars 
in Scorpio, and both linked up by as- 
pect with the planets in the 8th house, 
which would tend to further step up 
the healing forces, Add to this the fact 
of Mars being in its own sign, where 
naturally it functions best, and Jupiter 
being ruler of the ascendant, and we get 
an almost ideal set-up for possession 
of the healing touch 

The reason for the association of 
Scorpio with healing is simple and clear. 
Scorpio is the sign of generation and 
re-generation. It is the sign of sex; and 
the function of sex is essentially creative. 
It has life-giving powers, at least on the 
physical plane. So any person who has 
strongly accented Scorpio factors in his 
or her horoscope is naturally gifted with 
creative and re-creative powers. In their 
application to healing, the life-giving 
forces are merely transferred to the re- 
cipient by the “laying on of hands,” to 
use the old phrase. As applied to this 
chart, the Scorpio gift of healing is 
further augmented’ by other factors 
which already have been pointed out. 

In addition to what has been said re- 
lating specifically to the highly developed 
psychic faculties possessed by the sub- 
ject of this article, a general review of 
her horoscope will not be amiss. The 
rising Sagittarius shows a leaning  to- 
ward religious interests, no matter how 
unorthodox. The intercepted Capricorn 
in the Ist house adds a touch of prac: 


ticality to the personality, with a sugges- 
tion of executive ability. In response to 
these trends, this woman has established 
her own church, at least I so infer from 
her letterhead, though I have never met 
her. 

Uranus so close to the mid-heaven and 
elevated above all the other planets is 
significant of a career along lines that 
are out-of-the-ordinary and in which in- 
tuition would play a leading part. Venus, 
ruler of the sign on the mid-heaven, is 
posited in Leo in the 8th house, de- 
noting that the deepest inner aspirations 
would concern themselves with Leonian 
and 8th house matters. Showmanship is 
self-evident, with the ability to drama- 
tize any situation. There is energy and 
staying power aplenty, with four planets 
in Leo and two in Scorpio—six planets 
in fixed signs. 

A desire to give service to others, 
and its almost unavoidable outcome, is 
indicated by the presence of Neptune 
and Pluto close to the 6th house cusp. 
Probable publicity and contact with a 
wide public is shown by Mercury and 
the Moon’s North Node in close con- 
junction in Cancer in the 7th house, al- 
though almost touching the cusp of the 
8th. The trine to Jupiter in the. 11th 
would tend to augment this. That the life 
has not always been free of trials and 
troubles, sometimes self-incurred, is sig- 
nified by the squares formed between 
the planets in Scorpio and those in Leo. 

This is an _ exceptionally “strong” 
chart, though perhaps unduly self-cen- 
tered and impulsive. The phenomenal 
psychic gifts possessed and the career 
chosen and followed, in spite of obstacles 
and deterents, are clearly outlined hor- 
oscopically. No reference has been made 
to any trends of a purely personal nature, 
for with such we are not here concerned. 
But I believe that enough has been said 
to prove that any unusual gifts or ca- 
pacities, with the exception of precogni- 
tion, may readily be discerned in an ac- 
curately cast and logically interpreted 
horoscope. 

While this article was not intended 
to be a write-up of any particular per- 
sonage, I salute “Laura”— the Reverend 
Laura Martin-Smith—the subject of this 
study.

DETAILS IN THE HOROSCOPE THAT MAKE “THE DIFFERENCE” 


As soon as | arrived at the office one 
morning my assistant, who loves to trip 
me up if she can, planted upon my desk 
a horoscope she had just calculated, re- 
marking, ““What’s wrong with that man?” 
I studied it intently for a moment, then 
said, “It isn’t a man, it’s a woman and 
she is dying of cancer.” My assistant 
looked at me quizzically a moment, then 
said, “How did you know it is a woman? 
You never taught us how to detect the 
sex of a person from the chart. But it 
is true, it is a woman and she ts dying 
of cancer.” 

Knowing the contrariness of woman ! 
easily guessed that when my assistant 
said it was a man, it MUST be a woman. 
But detecting the presence of cancer in a 
patient unseen is mainly a matter of 
knowing more about the detailed way in 
which planetary force operates than has 
ever been published. 

Neptune in this case was in Taurus. 
angular and parallel, and in opposition to 
the Sun. Neptune, amongst other things, 
governs subtle (mysterious) toxins. In 
bad aspect to the Sun it also makes the 
metabolic processes chaotic, resulting in 
deranged cell-life. It further weakens the 
function of the thyroid in its capacity for 
detoxifying the body. Now since Taurus 
is the “assembler,” it is not difficult to see 
why this position results in the “gather- 
ing-together” of toxic substances result- 
ing in the uncontrolled run-away cell 
proliferation, a tumor, which is the initial 
stage of cancer. The immense value of 
discerning this particular type of cancer 
is evident in the example of a famous 
London physician who achieved remark- 
able. results by treating cancer with thy- 
roid extract, along with other medica- 
ments—but other doctors failed dismally 
—simply because they were getting an 
entirely different type of the disease and 
did not have the clue to the detailed law 
thereof. 

Thus it will be seen that until we get 
away from the generalities which char- 
acterize much Astrology and, pursuing 
scientific principles, proceed from gen- 
erals to particulars to get down to those

fine points of planetary rule, we shall 
needlessly fail. As a matter of fact, the 
more deeply one studies Astrology the 
more marvelous and extraordinary does 
it become. The more one penetrates into 
the very heart of its modus operandi, the 
more evident does it become that an ex- 
traordinary amount of detailed insight is 
possible. 

It is unfortunate that astrological in- 
fluence is regarded by many merely as 
a kind of cross-current wind blowing 
against the pathway of the individual 
which interference may, or may not, be 
effective according to the will of the in- 
dividual. On the other hand, we must 
avoid the error of considering that every 
little thing in life is foreordained, be- 
cause that is not true. In some things we 
have great free-will; in others, we have 
practically none. Unfortunately the astro- 
logical methods in use today do not en- 
able us to distinguish between these two 
types of impulsion and compulsion re- 
spectively, but in future articles I will 
present principles of a New Astrology 
now dawning which will greatly simplify 
this most urgent need of evaluation. 

But, for the moment, let it be said that 
when any given influence is obviously 
manifesting, is actually in action, it is 
possible to delineate a great deal of de- 
tail, provided one knows the fundamental 
root-base nature of the influence in ques- 
tion. 

Since espousing the cause of Scientific 
Astrology I have had a lot of fun de- 
lineating such hitherto overlooked detail. 
People are much more impressed and 
convinced by the insight thus demon- 
strated than they are by all the forecasts 
of big events. 

I recall vividly the manner in which 
I finally convinced a great department- 
store owner of the reality of astrological 
influence. I was then merely an enthusi- 
astic amateur astrologer but ever eager 
for data. Learnifig from a mutual friend 
that this man had sustained a severe 
financial loss thru a fire destroying his 
store, I asked my friend to procure for 
me the necessary birth-data. The store 
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owner complied and sarcastically re- 
marked, “I am surprised that anyone of 
Dr. Davidson’s apparent _ intelligence 


_ should believe in such superstition, but if 


he can tell me what operation I had in 
1915 I might believe in him.” 

I was annoyed by such arrogant ig- 
norance. I immediately calculated the 
chart of his birth and, taking a half-page 
of note-paper I briefly replied, severely 
castigating him for his temerity in pre- 
judging something he knew nothing 
about, had evidently never studied and 
was quite incapable of judging. In the 
closing lines I added, “Your operation 
was for gastric ulcer, and not only does 
the fire of your Mars in Cancer burn 
holes in your buildings, and in your 
stomach, but it also constantly begets 
holes in your pockets.”” That was certain- 
ly telling him—the owner of a great 
clothing store! He was amazed because 
he was mystified by the constancy with 
which holes appeared in his pockets— 
even in his overcoat pockets. That con- 
vinced him. Such detail is something no 
one could guess. 

Now such detailed analysis is very 
simple if the astrologer knows his ABC’s. 
We are told by the books that the sign 
Cancer rules the home, the mother, the 
stomach, mines, docks, housing and the 
like. Evidently this is the result of direct 
observation, for nowhere in the whole 
literature of Astrology is there any ex- 
planation of why Cancer “rules” such 
things. Yet such is the marvel of As- 
trology that once we understand the 
mathematical laws of resonance and dis- 
sonance and discern the basic influence of 
the sign Cancer, we will be in a position 
not only to decide its rulership with far 
greater sureness but also to predicate de- 
tail to an unbelievable extent. 

Now the basic keynote of Cancer*® 
is “surrounding-ness,” “protectiveness,’”* 
“encompassing - ness,” “enclosing - ness.” 
The latter is very fundamental and readi- 
ly explains why the stomach is ruled by 
the sign Cancer. This keynote, for ex- 
ample, explains why the meninges (cov- 
erings) of the brain come under the sign 
Cancer; why we can differentiate the 
detail of the pleura (covering of the 
lung) from the general tissue of the lung

The covering of the lung comes under 
the rule of Cancer (not Gemini as is 
parrot-like repeated by every textbook) 
while the lung itself, especially the bron- 
chial tree, is ruled by Gemini because it 
contains so many tubes which, being 
communicators, or linkages, come under 
the rule of Gemini.? 

The understanding of this detail en- 
ables us to differentiate clearly between 
a pneumonia and a pleurisy. In the world 
of things, it gives us the clue to destiny 
relating to the Cancerian “containers” 
such as gloves, stockings, bottles, boxes, 
ovens, coffins, envelopes or beds. These 
things are variously indicated by differ- 
ent planet tenancies, and by the decanates, 
but they all have the fundamental key- 
note — containing-ness. And so it was 
easy to amaze our friend with the detail 
that he had holes in his pockets. 

Similarly a detail of marriage compli- 
cations is easily discerned, without any 
resort to new fangled fantastic theories, 
simply by sticking to fundamentals elabo- 
rated to their fullest. For example, the 
5th house governs the first-born child (if 
he can be governed at all). The second 
child comes under the influence of the 
7th house, because that is the 3rd from 
the 5th, the second child being the brother 
(or sister) of the first one. Now prac- 
tical experience abundantly proves this, 
and where there is a malefic badly aspect- 
ed in the 7th house it can be avowed, 
without eyen studying progressions, 
“Your marriage troubles will start soon 
after the birth of the 2nd child.” 

A valuable detailed piece of advice is 
possible in preventing many accidents 
where Mars in Aquarius is the indicator. 
Especially if this position is in the 3rd 
or 9th houses, glare will be found to be 
a prominent cause; the retina is ruled by 
Aquarius*® (complex of rods and cones), 
and when Mars is in this sign it begets 
an inflammatory condition (retinitis) 
which makes the native incapable of toler- 
ating strong light which, if very intense, 
can cause a momentary blindness. There 
is even here a valuable detail about the 
type of protective sun-glass to be worn. 
Spectroscopically, yellow is a motor stim- 
ulant and an afflicted Mars in Aquarius 
has too much impulse. Therefore, a light 
blue sun glass is more soothing than a

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green glass which inevitably has some 
part of the yellow spectrum in it. 

In the days of my astrological noviti- 
ateship I regarded the professional as- 
trologer with awe. In my travels I in- 
variably called upon them with the object 
of broadening my astrological knowledge. 
Gradually it dawned on me that some of 
them knew precious little more than many 
amateurs. Finally I began to test their 
basic knowledge, and great was my dis- 
appointment. I would for example ask, 
AVhat rules a bridge?” To my consterna- 
tion, most of them did not know, for their 
answers were mere guesses. Now how 
can an astrologer correctly advise a client 
concerned with bridges, whether build- 
ing, designing, investing, etc., if the 
former does not know the rulership. 
Once it is realized that Gemini has the 
basic keynotes, “connecting-ness,” “com- 
municating-ness,” “link-age,” it is evident 
why this sign rules letters, telephones, 
newspapers, railways, transportation, be- 
cause all these constitute “connecting- 
ness.” Hence, it is that the cerebrospinal 
system comes under this sign, for does 
it not constitute “our “connection,”” our 
“linkage,” with the outside world. A 
bridge, being a connection between two 
points, as is a railway, is Gemini-ruled. 

In one of my demonstration clinics | 
greatly intrigued my students by discern- 
ing the detail that the subject of the eve- 
ning’s study was very prone to get phono- 
graph records which developed small 
cracks, and objects of art with minor de- 
fects. I forced my students to think it 
out for themselves until they realized that 
Venus (beauty, smoothness) is debilitated 
in the sign Virgo,* which, having for its 
keynote, “separativeness,” “breaking-up- 
ness” (which is why it rules the enzymes 
and the amino-acid reduction in the in- 
testines, as well as the pancreatic resolu- 
tion of sugar), causes minor defects. 

One of the episodes which inspired me 
to try to find more detail in the horo- 
scope was a failure of the late Alan Leo. 
I noted with interest that the then sub- 
editor of the London magazine, OD- 
ERN ASTROLOGY, Mr. Alfred H. 
Barley, had obtained the horoscope of 
some very notable person whose special 
accomplishment he desired astrologers, 
including Mr. Leo, to discern, Alan I.eo, 
then absent on vacation, sent in an analy- 
sis which was published. He failed to 
discern the particular ability of the native

who, it transpired, was Sir Isaac Pitman 
whose accomplishment was the invention 
of a practical system of shorthand based 
on sound. 

Had the basics of house and sign de- 
tails been more clearly grasped at that 
time, the accomplishment should have 
been described. The 3rd house, it will be 
found, has the keynote of linkage, re- 
latedness, communicatingness. That is 
why it is house of logic, because it relates 
cause to effect. It is the house which gov- 
erns not the mind, as popularly supposed, 
but the association-fibres of the brain, 
which enable us to think and remember. 

Sir Isaac Pitman had Venus conjoined 
with Neptune in Sagittarius in the 3rd 
house. Neptune relates to sound because 
it is dispersive, it penetrates linkage, and 
the sign Sagittarius mdicates the future; 
thus we have sound (Neptune) linking 
(3rd house) present to future (Sagit- 
tarius). 

_ Some day, when Astrology gets away 
from its present-day infantilism by pene- 
trating to the absolute fundamentals of 
astrological factors, we shall discover a 
great many clues to minute details which, 
at present, escape us, details which cannot 
fail to make astrology much more useful. 

Take for example sounds. Since As- 
trology is the key to all things whatso- 
ever, sounds, names, are equally within 
the range of its discernment. The oriental 
astrologers seem to have given this sub- 
ject much more attention than have we 
in the west. The late Sepharial related 
how, when he was in India, a Hindu 
astrologer, evidently from a horary of 
the moment, told Sepharial he was born 
in “Andswur,” which was a pretty good 
approximation of the true name of his 
birth-place, Handsworth, a suburb of 
Birmingham, England. That was splendid 
detail. 

In that halcyon age when astrologers 
will know the phonetic rulerships we will 
be in a position to name names and thus 
show the all-pervading rule of the stars. 
Meantime, if you have a yen for research 
here is a relatively virgin field capable of 
yielding rich rewards. Any student worth 
his weight in star dust should certainly 
be able to discern the fundamental plane- 
tary-sound pringples. 

For example, observation reveals that 
the sound S is related to the sign Scor- 
pio.® S is a sibilant, an “ejection” of air.

COMMENT: On the record, we find 
that only two of the six conferences of 
the Allied Council of Foreign Ministers 
were held during retrograde Mercury 
periods. 

The first parley (Sept. 11th-Oct. 2, 
1945) ended without accomplishing any- 
thing concrete yet Mercury was in di- 
rect motion, transiting Virgo and Libra. 

Mercury was stationary, turning di- 
rect in Sagittarius at the time of the 
first Moscow meeting. Some, but very 
minor, agreements were reached. 

The conference begun April 25, 1946 
in Paris adjourned fruitlessly on May 
15th. Discussions were resumed June 
15th-July 12, 1946, and resulted in agree- 
ment on calling a 21-nation conference to 
settle the peace terms with Italy, the 
Axis satellites in the Balkans and with 
Finland. Mercury transited in direct mo- 
tion from Aries into Leo during this 
period. 

The second Moscow meeting, March 
10th-April 24, 1947, Mercury was retro- 
grade in Pisces until March 23rd. Again 
minor agreements were reached. 

The fifth session (Nov. 25th- Dec. 15, 
1947) in London ended in failure. Mer- 
cury was directed in Scorpio and entered 
Sagittarius before the close of the con- 
ference. 

During the last conference in Paris 
(May 23rd-June 20, 1949) Mercury was 
retrograde in Gemini until June 15th.

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such a letter this seemed like sheer blas- 
phemy. 

Our immediate response was to return 
that letter to the senders with the scrib- 
bled notation, “Jt is true there 1s an odor 
about this letter but it is not roses.” We 
never heard from them again. 

Respect for the memory of Max Hein- 
del should have precluded such an at- 
tack on the one who during his life- 
time was known to be his most trusted 
and closest associate—such things are 
just not done.

You are undoubtedly aware of 
the fact that Mrs. Heindel’s funeral 
was held Monday, May 16th. In the 
Probationers’ Temple at Oceanside a 
lovely group of friends assembled 
and one of the most appropriate 
services we have experienced was 
read. The body was taken thereafter 
to the crematory in San Diego. We 
directed a notice to be sent you, but 
in the confusion and complicated 
phases of various matters, are not 
certain that you received it; there- 
fore we write this letter to inform 
you. 

One or two of our old friends 
have mentioned to us that there was 
an article in your current magazine 
concerning copyrights, etc. We also 
note the letter of Mrs. Lindanger 
concerning the reference to Mrs. 
Heindel as editor of the Rosicru- 
cian Fellowship Magazine. More 
than a year ago Mrs. Heindel’s at- 
torneys directed the Rosicrucian Fel- 
lowship (Trustees) to discontinue 
carrying Mrs. Heindel’s name as that 
of editor, as she was no longer rec- 
ognized by them as having any au- 
thority in such capacity. Mrs, Lin- 
danger may not have been familiar 
with this fact. Mrs. Heindel has not 
been the actual editor of the maga- 
zine for several years. It has been 
under the control and management 
of the Trustees without any voice 
from Mrs. Heindel. 

Under the will of Mrs. Heindel 
all copyrights are bequeathed to the 
Rosicrucian Fellowship Non-Sec- 
tarian Church. The writer of this 
letter is designated as executor in 
that will. He is also the special ad- 
ministrator in charge of protecting 
the various inferests of the estate 
until the will 1s probated. The hear- 
ing, reading, etc., of the will neces- 
sary to effect the proper order re- 
quired to complete the probating of 
this document is set for 9:30 a.m. 
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in San Diego on May 27th. We give 
this to you only for in formation. 
You probably will have no occasion 
to use it, but, since some of our 
friends have spoken to us about the 
article,in your magazine which we 
have not yet seen, we felt it not in- 
appropriate to make the statement. 

One of the last subjects the writer 
discussed with Mrs. Heindel was 
her friendship and kindly feeling for 
you. She asked him to write you the 
letter which was sent over the signa- 
ture of the Rosicrucian Fellowship 
Non-Sectarian Church. After we have 
read your article, if there are any 
erroneous concepts stated therein, 
we will write: you again concerning 
the true status of any subject men- 
tioned. 

One of our supporters has told us 
this article states that the copy- 
rights and all of Mr. Heindel’s as 
well as Mrs. Heindel’s writings be- 
long to the Rosicrucian Fellowship 
after her passing. This is not the 
case. Our group, the Rosicrucian 
Fellowship Non-Sectarian Church 
has a permanent license covering 
everything and the will gives them 
the complete ownership. There is an 
old license contract dated 1930 or 
’31 which gives the Rosicrucian Fel- 
lowship (Trustees) a license to print 
certain Heindel books. There is a 
sentence in that document which 
may cause the Trustees to attempt 
to have the Court vest the title in 
said Trustees, but we have no fear 
of that result. 

We wish to thank you for every 
courtesy that you have expressed 
toward Mrs. Heindel and our work, 
and we speak for the entire Proba- 
tioner group, although signing in of- 
ficial capacity.

The writer represents The Rosi- 
crucian Fellowship of Oceanside, 
California. Our attention has been 
called to the statement that you make 
concerning The Rosicrucian Fellow- 
ship on page 17 of your June 1949 
issue of American Astrology Maga- 
zine. You state that The Rosicrucian 
Fellowship is “a commercial organ- 
ization.” You also state on page 18 
that the Church and its Centers “do 
not share in any of the profits from 
the sale of such properties.” Both 
of these statements and other infer- 
ences in your description of The 
Rosicrucian Fellowship Non-Sectari- 
an Church are false and untrue. De- 
mand is herewith made for the re- 
traction thereof and for the publica- 
tion in the next issue of American 
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Astrology in as prominent a place as 
that of the present issue, of a correct 
statement. 

The Rosicrucian Fellowship is or- 
ganized under the General Non- 
Profit Corporation Law of the State 
of California and occupies the same 
identical status in that respect as 
The Rosicrucian Fellowship Non- 
sectarian Church. Two of the origi- 
nal incorporators were Max Heindel 
and Mrs. Max Heindel. It is not “a 
commercial organization” in any 
sense of the word. It is true that tt 
holds title to the real estate and other 
properties of The Rosicrucian Fel- 
lowship. It is true that it publishes 
certain of the Heindel books as it 
has always done for many years and 
has a right to do. Any and all income 
of The Rosicrucian Fellowship from 
such publications over and above the 
expenses of publication, is used for 
and devoted to the upkeep of the 
property at Mt. Ecclesia and, among 
other things, the payment of the ex- 
penses of housing the workers at 
Mt Ecclesia, not only of The Rosi- 
crucian Fellowship but of The 
Rosicrucian Non-Sectarian Church. 
There are also other benefits accru- 
ing to the Church. 

1, therefore, say it is false and un- 
true to say that the Church “does not 
share in any of the profits from the 
sale of such properties” as you state 
in your publication of June 1949. 

If this letter reaches you too late 
for your July deadline, please give 
me assurance in writing that this 
statement will be published in your 
August issue of American Astrol- 
ogy.

COMMENT: Mr. McNitt takes ex- 
ception to my use of the phrase “com- 
mercial organization” in reference to the 
Rosicrucian Fellowship (Trustees). Be- 
fore it is decided what degree of ac- 
curacy there may or may not be in this 
description, let us define our terms. 


1. What do we mean by the word com- 
mercial ? 
Do we mean—? 

a. The exchange of yoods, pro- 
duction or property of any 
kind. 

b. The conduct of a_ business 
venture at a profit and for 
that purpose. 


Clearly this involves a question of mo- 
tives. Our reference was to definition 
(a) above having in mind the responsi- 
bilities of the Trustees in control of the 
commercial assets of the Fellowship or, 
if it is preferred, assets having com- 
mercial or exchange value. The question 
of motive as involved in definition (b) 
was left open. Mr. McNitt’s assumption 
that it was implied is unwarranted. It is 
difficult to see how the use of the word 
commercial can be avoided entirely be- 
cause as fiducial agents controlling and 
administering the real property and 
financial affairs of the Fellowship, Trus- 
tees must necessarily engage in the busi- 
ness of the Fellowship involving trade 
and exchange. In other words, as Trustees 
they are responsible for the just, equita- 
ble, ethical and certainly not unprofitable 
management and administration of the 
financial affairs of the Fellowship. Not 
by any stretch of imagination can we 
conceive of a court requiring a trustee 
to show a financial loss in his steward- 
ship, but why split hairs? Any activity 
involving an exchange of goods, sery- 
ices Or property is commercial, What 
else can it be, and leaving the question 
of motive or purpose out of it—what’s 
wrong about that? Since when did mak- 
ing a living become a sin or to any de- 
gree dishonorable? Of course, in any 
business or commercial transaction there 
must be at least a reasonable profit. 
The seller must receive more than the 
production cost, otherwise where is the 
margin for operational expenses and to 
guarantee the security of future trans- 
actions? Let us be reasonable about this 
thing. There is no reason that I know 
of why a man should hesitate to receive 
reasonable compensation for his time and 
efforts in the work of this world. 


s 
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Once more we have occasion to quote 
the classic comment of our back-woods 
philosopher, “the trouble with most folks 
is that they know so many things that 
ain't so.” This time we're “It” but— 
not alone. That seems to be the trouble 
with many people and disaffected groups 
today who are all “het up” over non- 
existent wrongs, bemoaning their sad 
fate as victims of aggression and in- 
justice when if they would take the 
trouble to examine critically their posi- 
tion in the light of the facts, rather than 
of fancies or hearsay, they would find 
that actually they are in the strongest 
possible position. In fact, they are actu- 
ally self-deluded prisoners of circum- 
stance waiting impatiently for someone 
to come along and swing open a door in 
which the key has already been turned. 

This appears to be particularly apro- 
pos of the Rosicrucian Fellowship Non- 
Sectarian Church, At the time the copy 
for the item in our June issue (referred 


to) .was prepared we were sincere in 
our belief that the non-Sectarian Church 
(Probationers, et al.) had been legally 
and (in our opinion) unjustly deprived 
of all rights in the real property of the 
original Rosicrucian Fellowship as found- 
ed by the late Max Heindel, and that the 
said Probationers were now in the un- 
happy position of a “poor relation” to 
the Rosicrucian Fellowship Corporation, 
a sort of occult (not too philosophical ) 
“Orphan Annie,” dependent on _ the 
charity of the Trustees as it were. Fur- 
thermore, it was our impression that this 
was the belief of most or all of the Pro- 
bationers we contacted.* Much to our 
amazement we find that exactly the op- 
posite is the case. Witness the following 
Court Order and Judgment which we are 
advised is now and has been continuously 
in full effect and binding upon both the 
Church and the Trustees since May 1945

The above entitled cause came on regularly 
to be heard on February 27, 1945, in Depart- 
ment 3 of said court before the Honorable 
Robert B. Burch, Judge, a jury trial having 
been waived, upon the complaint, answer, 
cross-complaint, and answer to cross-complaint ; 
plaintiff and cross-defendants appearing in per- 
son, and by Elmer J. Walther, its and their 
attorney; and defendants and cross-complain- 
ants, the Rosicrucian Fellowship Non-Sectarian 
Church, a corporation, Mrs. Max Heindel, also 
known as Augusta Foss Heindel, Irene Mur- 


ray, George Schwenk, Arnold Mulli and 
Richard Weihrich, sued herein as ONE DOE, 
appearing in person and by Messrs. Luce, Lee 
Forward and Kunzel, and by Messrs. Stewart, 
Shaw, & Murphey by Wm. L. Murphey, their 
attorneys; and the trial having been conducted 
on February 27 and 28, 1945, March 1, 6, 7, 8, 
9, 13, 14, 15, 16, 20, 21, 22, 23, 27, 28, 29 and 
30, 1945, and April 3, 4, 5, 6, 10, 11, 12, 13, 17, 
23, 24 and 25, 1945, and cross-complainants 
having on March 6, 1945 first obtained leave of 
court so to do, amended in open Court Para- 
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graph XI of the First Cause of Action of the 
cross-complaint by striking therefrom the fol- 
lowing : 

“that a true copy of said Rules and Regula- 

tions is attached hereto, marked Exhibit B, 

and by reference incorporated herein and 

made a part hereof. That the cross-defend- 
ants, and each of them, caused to be mailed 
to each of the students, probationers and dis- 
ciples of the church institution known as the 

Rosicrucian Fellowship, a copy of said Rules 

and Regulations, together with a letter di- 

rected to each of them. That in and by the 

said letter, the cross-defendants, and each of 
them, represented to the said students, pro- 
bationers and disciples that it was necessary 
and a condition precedent to their remaining 
students, probationers and disciples that they 
agree to be bound by the said Rules and 

Regulations” ; 
and cross-complainants having on the 27th day 
of March, 1945, moved the Court for an order 
granting cross-complainants leave to dismiss 
without prejudice the Fifth Cause of Action of 
their cross-complaint, and the Court on such 
day having granted the said motion and en- 
tered a minute order accordingly; and cross- 
complainants having on April 13, 1945, further 
amended their cross-complaint pursuant to leave 
of Court being first had; and evidence both 
oral and documentary having been introduced, 
and the Court having thereupon made its Find- 
ings of Fact and Conclusions of Law herein, 
and being thereupon fully advised in the 
premises ; 

IT IS ORDERED, ADJUDGED AND 
DECREED: 

A—That the plaintiff take nothing by rea- 
son of its complaint. 

B—That the Court declares as follows: 

(1) That cross-defendant, The Rosicrucian 
Fellowship, a corporation, owns and holds all 
that certain real property located in the City 
of Oceanside, County of San Diego, State of 
California, and more particularly described as 
follows: 

“The North-east Quarter of the: Northwest 
Quarter of Section Twenty-four (24), Town- 
ship Eleven (11) South, Range Five (5) 
West, San Bernardino Meridian, also known 
and described as Tracts Nineteen (19) and 
Twenty (20) of a portion of Oceanside, com- 
monly known as and called Butler Groves and 
Gleichner’s Addition to Oceanside, according 
to map thereof No. 341, filed in the Office of 
the County Recorder of said San Diego 
County, October 22nd, 1886, and also known 
and described as Lots Forty-one (41), Forty- 
two (42), Fifty-three (53), Fifty-four (54), 
Fifty-five (55), and that portion of Lots 
Twenty-two (22), Thirty-nine (39), Forty 
(40), Forty-three (43), Forty-four (44), 
Fifty-one (51), Fifty-two (52) and Fifty- 
six (56) of Park Villa Tract, included in 
the North-east Quarter of the North-west 
Quarter of said Section Twenty-four (24), 
according to map thereof No. 533, filed in 
the office of the County Recorder of said 
San Diego County, April 25th, 1888, except- 
ing from said Lots Forty (40), Forty-one 
(41) and Fifty-four (54) of Park Villa Tract 
those portions thereof conveyed by the Bank 
of Oceanside, a corporation, to the City, of 
Oceanside, a municipal cornoration. bv deed 


dated May 10th, 1911, filed for record May 
llth, 1911, described as follows: 
“Commencing at a point 150 feet from the 
corner of Chestnut Avenue and Poplar -Ave., 
on the easterly side of Chestnut Avenue; 
thence easterly at right angles with Chestnut 
Avenue 125 feet; thence southerly parallel 
with Chestnut Avenue 50 feet; thence west- 
erly at right angles. 125 feet; thence northerly 
50 feet to the place of beginning. Also be- 
ginning at a point on the east ‘side of Chest- 
nut Avenue 200 feet from the corner. of 
Chestnut and Poplar Avenues; thence easter- 
ly at right angles with Chestnut Avenue 125 
feet; thence southerly parallel with Chestnut 
Avenue 100 feet; thence westerly at right 
angles with Chestnut Avenue 125 feet to east 
line of Chestnut Avenue; thence northerly 
along Chestnut Avenue 100 feet to place of 
beginning. Also a strip of land 60 feet wide, 
being 30 feet on both sides of the following 
line : 
“Beginning at the intersection of the center 
line of Walnut Avenue prolonged with the 
Northeasterly line of Chestnut Avenue and 
running thence North 77° 30’ East 559 feet, 
more or less, to the center line of that street 
or road commonly known as the ‘Amick 
grade’ in said City of Oceanside, said prop- 
erty last conveyed to be used for the purpose 
of public road only.” 
Also excepting a right of way from Poplar 
Avenue northerly down the Canon for road 
to the City water works as at present laid 
out and used. 
Together with all and singular, the tene- 
ments, hereditaments, and appurtenances 
thereunto belonging or in anywise appertain- 
ing, and the rents, issues and profits thereof. 
SAVE AND EXCEPTING THERE- 
FROM certain rights of way heretofore con- 
veyed by THE ROSICRUCIAN FELLOW- 
SHIP and Max Heindel, trustee, to the City 
of Oceanside, California, by deed of date 
June 26, 1918, duly acknowledged and re- 
corded in the office of the County Recorder 
of said San Diego County, on the 25th day 
of January, 1919, in Book 768 of Deeds at 
Page 296, et seq., which said Deed is hereby 
referred to for a particular description of the 
property so conveyed to said City of Ocean- 
side, and hereby incorporated herein as fully 
as if herein set out in haec verbs. 
TOGETHER WITH all and singular the 
tenements, hereditaments, and appurtenances 
thereunto belonging or in anywise appertain- 
ing. 
and all other real property wheresoever situ- 
ated, and all improvements, fixtures and all 
other personal property thereon and thereat, of 
every nature and description, as trustee, in trust 
for the use, benefit and enjoyment of the cross- 
complainants as Probationers and Disciples of 
the Rosicrucian Philosophy, as members of the 
unincorporated church association organized in 
1908 and 1909, and as members of The Rosi- 
crucian Fellowship Non-Sectarian Church, as 
beneficiaries. P 

(2) The cross-complainants, as such bene- 
ficiaries, are entitled to the use and enjoyment 
of said real property, improvements, fixtures 
and all other personal property of every nature 
and description in and upon said real property 
in the conduct of ecclesiastical and esoteric 
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functions .of the Rosicrucian Philosophy with- 
out molestation or interference from the cross- 
defendants, or any of them, their agents, ser- 
vants or employees. That the said ecclesiastical 
and esoteric functions include, without limita- 
tion, the following: lecturing, teaching of the 
Rosicrucian Philosophy to people interested 
therein; the establishment of centers for the 
study and teaching of Mystic Christianity as 
interpreted and expounded by Mr. and Mrs. 
Max Heindel in all books, pamphlets and let- 
ters written by them, or either of them; issuing 
and revoking charters of any and all centers; 
the preparation of correspondence courses for 
the study, teaching and dissemination of the 
Rosicrucian Philosophy; the preparation of all 
ecclesiastical and esoteric lessons and letters to 
Students, Probationers and Disciples; the prep- 
aration of horoscopes and astro-diagnosis there- 
of for the assistance and guidance of Students, 
Probationers and Disciples in alleviating mental 
and physical suffering, difficulties and problems ; 
the recommendation of diets for the physical 
welfare of Students, Probationers and Disciples 
requesting the same; corresponding with Stu- 
dents, Probationers and Disciples in the United 
States and elsewhere regarding the said re- 
ligious belief, and the teaching and dissemina- 
tion thereof; to suspend and expel Students, 
Probationers and Disciples according to its 
by-laws, rules and regulations; and to other- 
wise conduct each and all of the ecclesiastical 
and esoteric functions of every nature and de- 
scription as set forth and prescribed in the 
Articles of Incorporation, by-laws and rules and 
regulations of The Rosicrucian Fellowship Non- 
Sectarian Church. The said use and enjoyment 
of the said real property and personal property 
by the said cross-complainant, is and shall be 
the dominant use and enjoyment thereof. 

(3) The cross-defendants, and each of them, 
by any of the acts done or performed as here- 
tofore found, have not acquired and do not 
have any right to exercise or control any of the 
said ecclesiastical or esoteric functions, or to 
use any of the said real property, fixtures, im- 
provements or personal property thereon or 
thereat for any of said ecclesiastical or esoteric 
functions. The Probationers and Disciples of 
the Rosicrucian Philosophy, as members of said 
unorganized church association known as “The 
Rosicrucian Fellowship,” or as members of The 
Rosicrucian Fellowship Non-Sectarian Church, 
have not acquiesced therein and are not estopped 
by conduct, or otherwise, and have not waived 
their right to organize themselves into a perma- 
nent church organization with a complete sys- 
tem of church government, or to assert or exer- 
cise full and complete control of all said 
ecclesiastical and esoteric functions of the Rosi- 
crucian Philosophy. 

(4).The cross-defendant corporation, The 
Rosicrucian Fellowship, acting by and through 
its Trustee, has and shall hereafter have the 
right and is entitled to the use and enjoyment 
of said real property, fixtures, improvements 
and personal property in and upon the said real 
property in the conduct of certain temporal 
functions including: the printing, publishing, 
selling of said books, pamphlets and. letters 
written by Mr. and Mrs. Max Heindel from 
and after October 23, 1931; the printing or 
multigraphing and mailing of ecclesiastical and 
esoteric letters and lessons written by Mrs. 


Max Heindel or other Probationers or Dis- 
ciples designated by the Rosicrucian Fellowship 
Non-Sectarian Church; the possession and use 
of a mailing list of Students, Probationers and 
Disciples and addressograph plates and ma- 
chinery for the transposition thereof, for mail- 
ing purposes only; the operation of a lodge 
and a cafeteria; the receipt and recording of 
Students’ monthly report cards and Probation- 
ers’ monthly reports; the employment and dis- 
charge of employees for said purposes; the re- 
ceipt’ of gifts and contributions specifically 
designated for said corporation; the collection 
of monies from its sale of said books, pamphlets 
and letters and from the operation of said lodge 
and cafeteria; the payment of salaries and 
taxes; the management and maintenance of 
said real property fixtures, improvements and 
personal property thereon; all for the account 
and benefit of the Probationers and Disciples, 
as members of the said unincorporated church 
association and as members of The Rosicrucian 
Fellowship Non-Sectarian Church, beneficiaries 
thereof. The said use of said real property, im- 
provements, fixtures, and personal property for 
said temporal or secular purposes shall be 
servient to the said rights of the said Pro- 
bationers and Disciples to the use and enjoy- 
ment thereof in the conduct of the said ecclesi- 
astical and esoteric functions and purposes, as 
members of said church. 

(5S). That Mrs. Max Heindel is the owner of 
all said copyrights upon books, pamphlets and 
letters written by Mr. and Mrs. Max Heindel 
and other Probationers and Disciples, including 
without limitations, the insignia and emblem 
thereon. That the Probationers and Disciples 
of the unorganized church association, prior to 
July 6, 1944, and as members of the Rosi- 
crucian Fellowship Non-Sectarian Church, from 
continuous usage at all times from November, 
1909, are entitled to use and enjoy the name 
“The Rosicrucian Fellowship” and the said 
insignia and emblem without molestation or 
interference from cross-defendants, or any of 
them. A 

(6) The Probationers and Disciples of the 
Rosicrucian Philosophy, as members of the said 
unorganized church association, and as mei- 
bers of The Rosicrucian Fellowship Non-Sec- 
tarian Church, as beneficial owners, are en- 
titled to the use and enjoyment of the names 
and addresses of all Students, Probationers and 
Disciples, and multigraph plates and machinery 
necessary for the transposition thereof, free 
from interference or molestation by cross- 
defendants, or any of them. é 

(7) That said contract of October 9, 1934, 
has been and is breached, terminated and is 
null and void. 

(8) That Mrs. Max Heindel is the owner of 
said books, pamphlets, letters and copyrights 
thereon described in the cross-complaint, sub- 
ject to the non-exclusive right of cross-defend- 
ant corporation to print, publish and sell the 
same under license agreement of October 23, 
1931. 

(9) That Mrs. Max Heindel was on Oc- 
tober 10, 1944, entitled to license The Rosi- 
crucian Fellowship Non-Sectarian Church under 
said license agreement of October 10, 1944, to 
print, publish, sell, distribute and use each and 
all of said books, pamphlets and letters. 
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(10) That cross-complainant, The Rosicruci- 
an Fellowship Non-Sectarian Church was and is 
entitled to and has the non-exclusive perpetual 
right under said license agreement of October 
10, 1944, to print, publish, sell, distribute and use 
each and all of said copyrighted books, pamph- 
lets and letters described in said cross-complaint. 

C—That cross-defendants, and each of them, 
their agents, servants, attorneys and employees, 
be and they are hereby permanently and per- 
petually enjoined: 

(1) From claiming or asserting ow nership of 
said real property, improvements, fixtures and 
other personal property thereon and thereat, 
except as trustee for the use, benefit and en- 
joyment of said Probationers and Disciples of 
the Rosicrucian Philosophy, as beneficiaries. 

(2) From interfering with the said Pro- 
bationers and Disciples in the use and enjoy- 
ment of said real property, improvements, fix- 
tures, and all other personal property thereon 
and thereat, in the conduct of or partictpation 
in said ecclesiastical and esoteric functions of 
the Rosicrucian Philosophy. 

(3) From interfering with the Students of 
the Rosicrucian philosophy, admitted by the said 
Probationers and Disciples as such Students, in 
the use and enjoyment of said real property, 
improvements, fixtures, or any other personal 
property thereon or thereat in the study or 
other participation in the ecclesiastical or eso- 
teric functions as established or conducted by 
the said Probationers and Disciples. 


(4) From conducting or attempting to con- 
duct or carry on or interfering in any way with 
the conduct of the said ecclesiastical and eso- 
teric functions of the Rosicrucian Philosophy by 
the said Probationers and Disciples. 

(5) From claiming or asserting the exclusive 
right to the use and enjoyment of the name 
“The Rosicrucian Fellowship” or the said in- 
signia or emblem, or interfering in any way 
with the use thereof by cross-complainants. 

(6) From preventing or interfering in any 
way with the.use by said Probationers and 
Disciples of the names and addresses of all 
Students, Probationers and Disciples and sten- 
cus, muitigraph plates and machinery neces- 
sary for the transposition thereof. 

(7) From claiming or asserting that The 
Rosicrucian Fellowship Non-Sectarian Church 
under said license agreement of October 10, 
1944, has no right to print, publish, sell or use 
all or any of said copyrighted books, pamphlets 
or letters. 

(8) From interfering with Mrs. Max Hein- 
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del, or the Rosicrucian Fellowship Non-Sec- 
tarian Church in the use and enjoyment of 
plates and matrices for the printing of said 
copyrighted books, platés and letters under said 
license agreement of October 23, 1931, except 
as therein provided for the joint use thereof. 


(9) From’ writing or mailing any letter, or 
other written or printed statement, or making 
any verbal, or oral statements to Students, Pro- 
bationers or Disciples, or any other person, 
firm or corporation whatsoever containing any 
statement in substance or effect as found in 
Paragraph XII-(3) of Findings of Fact, or 
doing any other act or thing by threat, intimi- 
dation, or otherwise to prevent or deter Pro- 
bationers or Disciples of the Rosicrucian Phil- 
osophy from becoming a member of The 
Rosicrucian Fellowship Non-Sectarian Church, 
or from interfering in any way with the said 
Probationers and Disciples in the conduct of 
said ecclesiastical and esoteric functions of the 
Rosicrucian philosophy at any place or places 
whatsoever. 


(10) From interfering with the exclusive use 
by Mrs. Max Heindel, or other Probationer or 
Disciple hereafter designated by the Rosicrucian 
Fellowship Non-Sectarian Church of confi- 
dential discipleship instructions prepared by 
Max Heindel and entrusted to her for the 
benefit of the unincorporated church association. 

D—That none of the causes of action of the 
cross-complaint are barred by provisions of 
Sections 337, Subdivision 1 of the Code of Civil 
Procedure. None of the cross-complainants 
have waived any of their rights or claims set 
forth in the first, second, third or fourth causes 
of action of the cross-complaint, nor are they, 
or any of them, estopped to claim or assert any 
of the relief prayed for in their said cross- 
complaint. 

E—That defendants and cross-complainants, 
and each of them, recover from the plaintiff 
and cross-defendants, and each of them, their 
costs of suit herein expended, hereby taxed in 
the sum of $ Said costs of suit 
may be paid by ‘cross-defendant corporation 
from any trust funds now or hereafter on hand 
except from the principal or income from the 
Gertrude Smith trust fund.

It is evident that under this Judg- 
ment the Church (its members, Pro- 
bationers, et al.) is co-owner of the Fel- 
lowship, copyrights, real estate, build- 
ings, furniture, fixtures, etc., or in the 
language of the Court “property of every 
nature and description.” In fact, the 
Church actually is in effect the real owner 
because it has first claim as beneficiary 
of a Trust. On thie other hand, the Cor- 
poration (Trustees) also “owns and 
holds” the property of the Fellowship 
but in a fiducial capacity only as Trus- 
tee, in trust. The language of the Court 
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is clear on this point. The Rosicrucian 
Fellowship Trustees are that and nothing 
more, and as such are responsible to the 
Church thru the Court for the adminis- 
tration of the property of the Fellowship 
solely for the “use, benefit and enjoy- 
ment” of the Probationers and Disciples 
of the Rosicrucian Philosophy as mem- 
bers of the unincorporated Church as- 
sociation organized in 1908 and 1909 and 
as members of the Rosicrucian Fellow- 
ship Non-Sectarian Church as_ bene- 
ficiaries. 

It is also evident that under this ar- 
rangement, any time such may seem ad- 
visable and for just cause, the Church, 
and all or any of its members, may de- 
mand and obtain from the Trustees a 
strict accounting of all the property and 
funds of the Fellowship. Finally, any time 
it seems practicable and advisable, the 
Church members are free to “organize 
themselves into a permanent Church or- 
ganization with a complete system of 
Church government, to assert or exer- 
cise full and complete control of all said 
ecclesiastical and esoteric functions of the 
Rosicrucian Fellowship.” 

So to the Probationers and members 
of the Rosicrucian Non-Sectarian Church 
we are inclined to say—what more do 
you want: ? In our opinion this definition 
of function between the Trustee Corpora- 
tion and the Church (esoteric) Corpora- 
tion is an excellent arrangement for any 
religious organization. It clearly differ- 
entiates between those who by choice de- 
vote themselves primarily to the philo- 
sophical and esoteric activities of the 
Church and those (also necessary) who 
likewise by choice devote themselves 
primarily to the management of its more 
temporal secular affairs, particularly its 
very necessary commercial activities. 
However, to the members of the Church 
who seem to have the mistaken idea 
that since the Trustees control (man- 
age) all the real property of the Fellow- 
ship, the Probationers therefore are not 
entitled under the law to anything that 
they do not beg for and receive as gratu- 
ities, whether from the Trustees or else- 
where, we can only say that according 
to our reading of this Judgment such is 
clearly not the case. Each is bound to 
recognize the other in accordance with 
its specific functions in the total organ- 
ization. The function of the Corpora- 
tion (Trustees) is clearly fiduciary and 


secular and so limited. On the other hand, 
the function of the church is clearly 
limited to the esoteric and ecclesiastical 
activities, The responsibility and author- 
ity of each is well defined, yet all in- 
clusive within their respective spheres, 
but by the same token is definitely lim- 
ited thereto and the Court specifically 
outlawed encroachment or unauthorized 
interference of or by one upon the other. 

Yet it must be recognized that inher- 
ent in the office and function of Trustee 
there is a responsibility to the beneficiary 
that justifies the latter in using whatever 
precautions may be necessary to guard 
against any abuse of the trust, é.g., any 
time the members of the Non-Sectarian 
Church are dissatisfied with the manner 
in which the financial affairs of the Fel- 
lowship are being managed and adminis- 
tered, and any time that they feel that 
they are victims of any injustice in that 
connection, they clearly have redress un 
der law and such is obtainable under this 
Court Order without any undue incon 
venience. 

Furthermore, we would add that not 
to take such action is unfair to the 
Trustees who, assuming that they are, as 
they should be, ethical and honest, would 
no doubt welcome the opportunity to 
render such satisfaction as might be re- 
quired or requested, i.e., an accounting 
of their stewardship.

You commented upona Max Hein- 
del Students’ Announcement in the 
June 1949 issue of your magazine 
in which you state that the “Rosi- 
crucian Fellowship Corporation—a 
commercial organization...” 

The Rosicrucian Fellowship (cor- 
poration) above referred to was 
founded by the late Mar Heindel in 
Seattle, Washington in the early 
1900's, later transferring its head- 
quarters to Oceanside, Calif. It never 
was and is not now a commercial 
organization as the monies derived 
from all sources are used solely for 
the purpose of carrying on the work. 

This Rosicrucian Fellowship (cor- 
poration), founded by Mr. Heindel, 
must not be confused with the Rosi- 
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crucian Fellowship Non-Sectarian 
Church Corporation which was re- 
cently formed by the late Augusta 
Foss Heindel and others. 

All these church groups receive 
the same liberal discounts on all pub- 
ications of the Rosicrucian Fellow- 
ship as do all other Rosicrucian Fel- 
lowship Centers and dealers, This 
profit probably amounts to more than 
the Rosicrucian Fellowship receives 
from the sale of this literature. 

In all its years of Service to Hu- 
manity the Rosicrucian Fellowship 
(corporation), founded by Mr. Hein- 
del, has never sent a request to its 
affiliates for money, but always has 
been and still is loyally supported by 
its students in all parts of the world. 

Before publishing anything in ref- 
erence to the Rosicrucian Fellow- 
ship in the future, | would suggest 
that you do not base your comments 
upon New York hearsay, but write 
directly to the Trustees of the Rosi- 
crucian Fellowship, Mt. Ecclesia, 
Oceanside, Calif., for your informa- 
tion.

COMMENT: Our correspondent is 


slightly in error anent the early history 
of the Rosicrucian Fellowship which was 
incorporated in San Diego County, Calif., 
on December 13, 1912 and Certificate 
filed in the office of the Secretary of 
State on January 10, 1913. Three years 
prior thereto (August 8, 1909), a Study 
Center was established at Seattle, Wash- 
ington, but that too was preceded by a 
Study Center at Columbus, Ohio, This 
was the first Study Center on the Amer- 
ican Continent, established by Max Hein- 
del in November, 1908. 


_The following excerpts from a letter 
by Mrs. Heindel to the Editor under date 
of January 25, 1938* gives some addi- 
tional facts pertaining to the genesis of 
the Rosicrucian Fellowship—to wit: 


“Your February (1938) magazine 
has come to my desk, and am quite 
pleased at your beautiful report deal- 
ing with the Fellowship and Max 
Heindel. I desire, however, to make 
a few corrections. 

“You state in this article that | 
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was a teacher of astrology. This 1 
cannot claim; although I taught Max 
Heindel and gave him the first prin- 
ciples of astrology and loaned him 
my books, I did not consider myself 
a teacher. 1 was studying astrology 
for the love of this wonderful sci- 
ence. 


“Max Heindel was a member of the 
Theosophical Society for about three 
years when he resigned because of 
the lack of Christianity. The lead- 
ing members of the Los Angeles 
branch of the Theosophical Society 
were very critical toward the Christ 
and His teachings, which Max Hein- 
del and I both resented. He was 
strictly for Christ and the Christian 
teachings. 


“He was lecturing in the north, in 
Duluth, Minnesota, when a friend 
whom we both had met in the Theo- 
sophical Society insisted that he must 
go to Berlin to hear Dr. Steiner. 
She even came to America and per- 
suaded Max Heindel by offering 
him a round-trip ticket to Berlin. 
He gave up his work of lecturing 
and went with her; but he was 
greatly disappointed in the teach- 
ings for they were not new to him. 
After he had decided to return to 
America, greatly disheartened, the 
Teacher of the Rosicrucian Order 
appeared to him in his vital body 
and put the supreme test to Max 
Heindel, offering to give him these 
teachings provided he would keep 
them secret, which Max Heindel re- 
fused to do; so the next morning the 
Teacher appeared the second time 
and gave Max Heindel instructions 
how to reach the Temple of the El- 
der Brothers of the Rosicrucian Or- 
der At this Temple he spent almost 
one month, (while in the body) re- 
ceiving direct instructions from the 
Elder Brothers.” 


It is our understanding that immedi- 
ately following the completion of this 
Temple Initiation, Max Heindel set 
down in writing a transcript of the in- 
structions he had_received, the same be- 
ing that which we know as The Rosicru- 
cian Cosmo-Conception, written in a 
New York rooming house under condi- 
tions of great hardship and deprivation, 
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for at that time Max Heindel had no 
followers and was literally on his own, 
The chosen representative of the ‘Broth- 
erhood” in the Western world had to 
further prove his ability as a “trail 
blazer” and for the purposes of his mis- 
sion was at that point a man without 
a past or future. This required that very 
necessary quality—courage—the kind of 
courage that was needed—the kind that 
could only be born of Faith. 

Further, when Mrs. McCaffery draws 
such a sharp distinetion between the Rosi- 
crucian Fellowship (Corporation) Trus- 
tees and the Rosicrucian Fellowship Non- 
Sectarian Church by attributing the for- 
mer to Mr Heindel and the latter to 
more recent origin with Mrs. Heindel, 
it is apparent that she has been misin- 
formed. May we refer Mrs. McCaffery 
to the “Amended Articles of Incorpora- 
tion of the Rosicrucian Fellowship” filed 
with the California Secretary of State 
Jan. 10, 1913? The Amended Articles of 


Incorporation read as follows: 


FIRST: That the name of said 
corporation shall be “THE ROSI- 
CRUCIAN FELLOWSHIP.” 


SECOND: That the purposes for 
which said corporation is formed 
are as follows, viz: 

TO ESTABLISH and maintain a 
non-sectarian Church or. religious 
organization—with power to appoint, 
ordain and consecrate its ministers— 
to advocate, teach and disseminate 
the principles and teachings of the 
Christian Religion as interpreted by 
the Rosicrucian Philosophy spon- 
sored by the ROSICRUCIAN FEL- 
LOWSHIP : established at Ocean- 
side, California, by MAX HEIN- 
DEL in 1912, and as set forth by 
and through his books and writings 
and those of MRS. MAX HEIN- 
DEL, and writings additional and 
supplemental thereto, and to print, 
publish, sell and/or otherwise dis- 
tribute and: dispose of such books, 
writings, magazines and other liter- 
ary productions pertaining to the 
principles and teaching of the Rosi- 
crucian Philosophy, or which may 
be of a religious, moral or philo- 
sophical nature— 


TO ESTABLISH and maintain a 
Sanitarium for healing the sick in 


accordance with the Scripture as re- 
corded in the Second Verse of the 
Ninth Chapter of St. Luke which 
reads as follows: 

“And He sent them to preach the 
Kingdom of God and to heal the 
sick”, 

TO ESTABLISH and maintain 
churches, temples and centers when 
and wherever deemed necessary or 
desirable wherein and whereat to 
conduct religious exercises and to 
more effectually promote the objects 
and purposes of this corporation— 


THIRD; That the principal of- 
fice for the transaction of the busi- 
ness of this corporation shall be 
located in the County of San Diego, 
State of California— 

FOURTH: That the term for 
which said corporation is to exist is 
unlimited, and the existence of said 
corporation is to be perpetual- 

FIFTH: That the statement which 
appears in the original articles of in- 
corporation of the names and ad- 
dresses of the first trustees of the 
corporation is not hereby altered. 
Said statement, hereby repeated, is 
as follows:

SIXTH: That the number of 
trustees of said corporation shall be 
Twelve (12) and their qualifications, 
the time and manner of their elec- 
tion, and their term of office shall be 
as provided by the By-Laws of said 
corporation. The authorized num- 
ber of trustees may be changed by a 
By-Law duly adopted by a major- 
ity vote of the members of the cor- 
poration. 


SEVENTH: That the number, 
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qualifications, and manner of ad- 
mission, election, or appointment, 
and of the suspension or expulsion 
of the members of this corporation, 
and their property, voting and other 
rights, interests, privileges and du- 
ties shall be as provided in its By- 
Laws— 


EIGHTH: That this corporation 
shall be a membership corporation, 
shall have no capital stock and does 
note contemplate a distribution of 
gains, profits or dividends to its 
members.

Thus it may be seen that the Rosicru- 
cian Non-Sectarian Church was not a 
new idea originating with Mrs. Heindel. 
It was so named and provided for in 
the original Articles of Incorporation. 
In fact, the establishment of this church 
was listed as the primary purpose of the 
Fellowship. 

Finally, our correspondent intimates 
that the Trustees have been and are quite 
generous with the church. My dear 
friend, “generosity” has nothing to do 
with it The Trustees are bound by law 
to provide for the support of the church. 
This is their “Trust,” to so manage and 
operate the secular business of the Fel- 
lowship and so administer its financial 
affairs that adequate funds —all funds 
over and above the reasonable expenses 
of administration—may be available to 
the church for carrying on the esoteric 
and ecclesiastical work. This, in turn, is 
clearly defined as the exclusive function 
and responsibility of the Church. 

Such was the Judgment of the Court

Part II 
2. THE PLANETARY PATTERN OF THE U. S. CHART 


Last month I stated briefly my rea- 
sons for considering the chart erected 
for July 4, 1776, with Sagittarius 14° 
rising, as a valid “signature” of the basic 
character and historical development of 
the American people as a national entity. 
I, moreover, showed how significant are 
the recent transits of the larger planets 
through such a chart; how they give a 
picture of the main confrontations, prob- 
lems and choices affecting today our na- 
tional consciousness more accurate and 
meaningful than the picture made by 
these same transits when referred to the 
more traditional U. S. birthchart with a 
Gemini Ascendant. 

My aim in this article is to analyze 
briefly the meaning of the planets in the 
houses of the Sagittarius-rising chart, 
and to show again that these house- 
positions interpret far more accurately 
and significantly the character of the na- 
tional life of the U. S. people as a na- 
tional community than the house-posi- 
tions found in the chart with Gemnii 
rising. 

Before dealing with the separate posi- 
tions of the planets, it is, however, es- 
sential to consider the “planetary pat- 
tern” of the chart as a whole, that is, the 
distribution of the planets with reference 
to the two axes, horizon and meridian. 
The zodiacal positions (i.e. longitude) of 
these planets are practically the same, 
whether the Gemini-rising or the Sagit- 
tarius-rising chart is considered valid, 
thus they are of no great account. in this 
present discussion, which centers around 
the point of which of the two charts is 
to be used. 

This over-all planetary pattern, before 
Pluto was discovered, belonged to what 
Marc Jones calls the “Bucket Type,” or 
the “Fanhandle” configuration. The Moon 
was the handle of either Bucket or Fan 
—thus to be singled out as a factor of 
extremely great and stubbornly insistent 
importance. As the Moon is supposed to 
rule “the people” in a mundane or na- 
tional chart, the position of the Moon 
in the tenth house of the Gemini-rising 


U. S. chart has been traditionally in- 
terpreted to characterize the “rule of the 
people’—and also the importance of 
woman in the public life of our nation. 

There is however, in my _ opinion, 
something logically unsound and_his- 
torically incorrect in the above type of 
reasoning. I have started with the as- 
sumption that the July 4, 1776 chart pic- 
tures the emergence on the world-stage 
of the American people as a community, 
as a collective national organism; thus 
the entire chart deals with the American 
people, not merely one planet, the Moon. 
So much confusion derives in astrology 
from imprecise thinking and vague con- 
cepts that I cannot stress enough this 
last point. 

A people is a national organism, and 
the planets in the birthchart of a people 
represent the various functions operating 
in this organism. We are not dealing 
here with the typical “mundane” chart 
cast for the time of a battle or a catas- 
trophe of some sort. In this type of chart 
no “birth” is involved, but an “event ;” 
and it is in such a case that the Moon 
can be said to represent how the common 
people are being affected by the event. 

The chart I present is that of the 
birth of a national organism. The Moon 
in this chart represents essentially, as in 
all natal charts, the power of adaption of 
this organism to the constantly changing 
challenges of the environment—and, by 
implication, the Mother, who stands in 
the child’s mind as the exemplar of such 
a power of adjustment to everyday needs 
and life-problems, as the symbol of pro- 
tection and of guidance in the develop- 
ment of this power. 

What characterizes the American peo- 
ple’s ability to adapt themselves to every- 
day life-situations ? Certainly not political 
(tenth house) activity, but assuredly in- 
tellectual activity and the power to estab- 
lish communications—yes, railroads, all 
kinds of roads linking the different 
States of the Union, assembly lines link- 
ing uninterruptedly all separate industrial 
operations, the circulation of money, 
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wares and . . . mail! All these factors 
belong to the field of the third house, 
and, in the chart which I presented, the 
Moon is standing at the cusp of the third 
house. 

This third house Aquarian Mogn is 
typical of a people ceaselessly on the go, 
forever in communication, in intellectual 
exchange of information (yes, think of 
the “Information, please” programs!), 
trying to solve all crucial problems by 
intellectual techniques, by more exchange, 
more traveling around, more cars, more 
conveniences, more tools, etc. From this 
the empiricism, behaviorism, pragmatism 
of much American thinking spring forth 
—the capacity to deal magnificently with 
immediate tasks solvable by practical 
“know-how” and intellectual cooperation 
at the technical level . . . and, by com- 
pensation, the relative inability to estab- 
lish long-term policies based on far- 
reaching purpose, except on a vague, 
quasi-mystical basis (Neptune in the 
ninth house); witness the recent most 
successful Berlin Air-lift operation, and 
the muddled foreign policy involved in 
the issue! 

The Moon is the Mother, i.e. the 
teacher and exemplar in life-adaptation. 
The “Mother” of the American people 
is Europe; and Europe’s tradition con- 
trols the intellectual processes of the 
American mind: Mentally, we are still 
mostly dependent upon European models. 
Our associative processes, our every-day 
concepts (in contrast to broad and re- 
mote intuitions) are still dominated by 
our “mother-countries.” England was still 
referred to by the President of a great 





women’s college in New England as the 
“mother-country.” We may have freed 
ourselves politically from the Mother 
Image, but not intellectually or culturally 
—though there has been some progress 
in this direction of late. 

Thus the Moon dominates the third 
house, while Saturn, the Father-Image, 
dominates the tenth house, where, as | 
pointed out last month, it stands for the 
political principle of the Law—the Con- 
stitution, the Charter, etc.—, traceable to 
the old Roman and the English models. 
And our Executive is more powerful 
than many kinds of old. 

The Change Pluto Brought 

But to return to the over-all pattern 
of the chart of the American people: 
first, it threw out into intense relief the 
Moon in the third house; and the prin- 
ciple of laissez-faire, of every-day meet- 
as-you-go adjustments, of empirical as- 
sociation according to immediate conveni- 
ence, was the great driving force of our 
restless people. Then came Pluto, in 
1930. And the Moon ceased to be a 
“singleton.” Pluto shared with her the 
function of balancing the entire mass of 
planets bunched within the trine of 
Uranus to Saturn (Gemini to Libra). 

This changed the whole pattern. We 
can no longer speak of Bucket or Fan- 
handle pattern. We have (in Marc Jones’ 
terminology) either a Splay Type or a 
See-Saw Type of planetary pattern, In a 
sense, this meant that the American peo- 
ple is seeking to emerge from the Mother- 
emphasis and thus to reach individual 
maturity. In another sense, it means that 
the principle of integration and _ large- 
scale organization is counteracting, or 
adding its weight to, that of empirical 
narrow-range adjustment to need — and 
this is, indeed, the great change that has 
taken place in our national life, especially 
since the Depression-born New Deal. It 
means also a great increase of power for 
sig Business and all totalitarian or quasi- 
totalitarian agencies seeking to enforce 
order and large-scale, long-range plan- 
ning (Pluto in the house of money and 
possessions ). 

This may not be real “imperialism,” of 
the political kind at least; but it is the 
psychological subservience of our people 
to the apparent necessity of organizing 
on an ever bigger scale the management 
of resources. As Pluto opposes Mercury 
in the U. S. chart, and Mercury rules 
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the Gemini 7th house (in the chart | 
presented ), this sets the stage for enmity, 
for international conflicts—but also for 
an objective, businesslike, managerial and 
efficient approach to associations and 
partnerships with other peoples, and 
eventually perhaps for a World-Federa- 
tion. 

Another important point dealing with 
the over-all planetary pattern of the 
U. S. chart is whether this chart should 
logically have most planets (save Moon 
and Pluto) above or below the horizon. 
It is difficult to judge from a birth-chart 
whether the individual is extravert or 
introvert; yet I maintain that the Ameri- 
can type is so characteristically extrovert 
(and all psychologists, I believe, would 
agree with me) that it would be well 
nigh impossible to find most planets be- 
low the horizon (the realm of the inner 
personal life) in a significant chart of 
the American people. 

There is introversion of a kind in the 
typical American; but, as I see it, it ts 
due to a basic and insistent mother- 
complex. To this, now, we may have to 
add an insistent “order-at-all-cost” and 
“business as usual” complex, of a Plu- 
tonian nature. It is thus logical to find 
the Moon and Pluto in the below-the- 
horizon realm, and to see the expansive, 
extroverted, jovial, optimistic, “bigger 
and better,” even Pollyannic, conjunction 
of Venus, Jupiter and Sun (in Cancer) 
located in the 7th house, which deals with 
meetings, associations, clubs, and_ all 
forms of contacts and contracts between 
people—including marriages. 


Keynotes of American Life 


To find this 7th house empty in the 
traditional Gemini-rising chart is indeed 
so illogical as to cast much doubt at once 
on the chart’s validity; for assuredly the 
most characteristic features, and prob- 
lems, of the American people deal with 
matters of human relationship, marriage, 
contracts. etc. The presence of Mars in 
the 7th hause of the chart with Sagit- 
tarius rising is a most logical indication 
of the intensity of conflicts in all matters 
of human relationship, of the typically 
American divorce-problem, of the im- 
mense amount of contracts and lawsuits 
which take up so much of the American 
people’s energy and attention. 

The ruler of this 7th house is Mer- 
cury, and Mercury is in the 8th house. 
Relationships are thus shown to be very 


productive (as the 8th house is the sec- 
ond house of the 7th), and to mean 
business; but Mercury is retrograde, op- 
posed by Pluto, and in this we may dis- 
cover the recurrent pattern of business 
depressions which seems characteristic of 
the new factors introduced in human in- 
dustry and commerce by the American 
approach. This is stressed by the fact 
that Uranus is in semi-square to Mer- 
cury, and sesquiquadrate (135°) aspect 
to Pluto. Uranus in the 6th house affects 
all matters of everyday work, technical 
ingenuity and “know-how,” health, hy- 
giene and anything referring to crises in 
strictly personal growth. This Uranus is 
indeed stirring afl t.uese matters which 
loom extraordinarily targe in the lives 
of Americans. It is stirring them via the 
channels of the mental, associational life 
(Mercury rule of the 7th house) and of 
business and finances (Pluto in the 2nd 
house). 

Saturn forms also a sesquiquadrate 
aspect to the Moon in the Sagittarius- 
rising chart, and here we see the conflict 
between, on one hand the Government 
and the Law, and on the other, the ten- 
dency of our people to act spontaneously 
in terms of immediate issues and ex- 
pediency in everyday adjustments (i.e. 
the Moon dominating the 3rd house). In 
contrast to this, the trine between Uranus 
and Saturn reveals the new “vision” 
(trine) insofar as Labor legislation is 
concerned: and more generally the con- 
structive ability of the American people 
to use crises of transformation (Uranus 
in the 6th house) to renew and rebuild 
traditional political structures and laws. 

This constructive Uranus-Saturn trine 
is very much a feature of the birth-chart 
of the American people, as most planets 
are located within this trine. This group- 
ing of forces is in zodiacal signs extend- 
ing on, either side of the mid-summer 
point—and indeed of the Moon’s North 
Node, point of “integration through per- 
sonal exertion ” This is the positive pole 
of the American chart—the negative pole 
(South Node, and Pluto and the Moon 
around it) is in the 2nd house of the 
chart. The craving to “make money” is 
indeed the line of psychological least re- 
sistance for the typical American. Ameri- 
can productivity—through Plutonian Big 
Business and through the popular urge 
to satisfy the mother’s or wife’s demands 
—is not the positive factor in our na- 
tional life that most Americans think it 
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is. It is the line of least resistance, the 
line of automatic behavior and_ habit. 

cause of it, America achieved physical 
w6rld-power, but in many ways lost her 
greatest spiritual opportunities. 

These are centered symbolically in the 
8th house of the people of America— 
America, the New World, the Land of 
social and human Regeneration; regen- 
eration through the power of a retro- 
grade Mercury, of a “turn back” of the 
mind —to use an occult expression. 
America is the country of New Thought, 
of so-called Metaphysical thinking—from 
Christian Science onward. America should 
be the field for the birth of the New 
Mind, through cencentration and inward 
training of the thinking faculty. But is 
it? Only partly; while the matter-bent, 
productivity - haunted, Pluto - controlled 
masses—and the colleges, universities and 
all official institutions—are caught into 
the 2nd and 3rd houses emphasis of over- 
efficient over-production, and of every- 
day waste; and dominated by a psycho- 
logically all-pervasive Mother-complex. 

In the Sagittarius-rising chart the Part 
of Fortune is located on Cancer 28th 
degree conjunct Mercury and in exact 
opposition to Pluto. It therefore stresses 
both the Cancer emphasis of the chart 
and the basic 1mportance of the Mercury- 
Pluto opposition, which is today, indeed. 
since Pluto’s discovery, the outstanding 
factor and problem in the consciousness 
of the American people. As I see it, this 
factor can be interpreted as the opposi- 
tion between managerial, big-scale pro- 
ductivity, concentration on wealth—and 
the renewal of the mind, consciousness 
and personal life of our people. 

The two poles of any basic opposition 
can and should be harmonized and the 
values they express integrated; yet the 
positive pole in the chart of the American 
people is Mercury retrograde in Cancer 
and the 8th house, conjunct Part of For- 
tune—also semi-square Uranus and sex- 
tile Neptune. The Uranus aspect stirs, 
arouses, mobilizes; the Neptune aspect 
points to constructive philosophical and 
metaphysical ability. 

Let me stress also the fact that Mer- 
cury is the only planet to be retrograde; 
and it rises after the Sun, thus is an eve- 
ning star. This makes the true mind of 
the American people not what many 
people think it is. It is not a quick, out- 
wardly efficient mind —what such a 


“mind” refers to in the American type is 
our Moon-power of speedy adjustment 
to the challenges of the environment ; and 
this emphasizes the need for a third 
house Moon. The “true” American mind 
is a mind which is far more Epimethean 
than Promethean; a mind seeking intro- 
spective union with an inner reality, re- 
turning to source, as it were; a mind, per- 
haps with a strong sense of tradition, yet 
not content with dead-letter worship of 
the past, but instead with a poignant feel- 
ing. of social discontent and a realization 
that there is need to dig underneath (and 
against the pressure of) social patterns 
and orthodoxy, and to be renewed in 
spirit and in truth.* 
Symbols for America 

Added meaning to this Mercury factor 
is given by the Sabian symbol for the 
zodiacal degree on which it stands: A 
leader of men, wrapped in an invisible 
mantle of power. This is the “occult” 
mind rooted in individual strength and 
the integration of vital energies and un- 
conscious powers. Back of it is the Sun 
factor, which (in the Sagittarius-rising 
chart) is on the 14th degree of Cancer, 
symbolized by An old man, alone, faces 
the darkness in the: North-East. This 
symbol, which points to spiritual courage 
and orientation to the cosmic Pole (in 
the North-East) of the Earth-sphere, 
may be also a prophecy; because the 
United States could conceivably stand. 
alone, as a depository of spiritual seeds, 
while the Eurasian continent is in the 
process of building, from the ground up, 
a new culture and a new race—all such 
processes beginning in “darkness.” 

I may add here that the Sagittarius 
Ascendant I present as valid is one sym- 
bolized, in the same Sabian system, by 
the Pyramids and the Sphynx. And there 
is much evidence to support the claim 
made by H. P. Blavatsky and others that 
the American people can be considered as 
a collective cyclic “reincarnation” of the 
ancient Egyptian people.—A study of the 
Sabian symbols for all the planets of the 
American people’s chart is indeed very 
illuminating. 

The meanings of the house-positions of 
the planets so far not discussed can be 
pointed out only bfiefly. Neptune in the 
9th house is most characteristic of the 
~ eThese are the characteristics of what I have 
called elsewhere the “Epimethean-retrograde” type of 


mentality. Examples of it are Pope Pius XI, Abdul 
Baha, Benjamin Franklin, General Smuts. “! 
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deep, even though often immature and 
vague, religious-mystical yearnings of an 
ever-growing section of the American 
people, whose spiritual ancestors were 
Puritans, Revivalists, Quakers, followers 
of American Spiritualism, New Thought, 
etc. It urges our people to invade the 
oceans and the air-lanes—and the square 
of Mars (in the house of war) to Nep- 
tune may be counted a signature of our 
mastery of all Neptunian forces, and, 
negatively, of our innate fear of “foreign 
entanglements” and European diplomats. 

Mars in the 7th house suggests the 
American boisterousness and relative ag- 
gressiveness in spreading the attitudes 
and the gadgets of the characteristically 
American “way of life’—starting with 
our behavior toward the American In- 
dians, then toward Mexicans, Negroes, 
etc. To foreigners and associates, Ameri- 
can unparalleled generosity, humanitari- 
anism emotional response to dramatic 
distress (Venus, Jupiter, Sun in the 
house of relationships) is balanced by 
blustering manners in foreign countries, 
often complete disregard for or under- 
standing of other ways of life, and a 
(very Sagittarian) sense of being always 
morally right. 

Whatever there is of Mars-in-Gemini 
characteristics in these traits is focused 
by a 7th house position of Mars far more 
significantly than by the Mars-just-rising 
feature of the traditional Gemini Ascend- 
ant chart. The American people is not 
over-impulsive and emotionally aggres- 
sive, as a Mars rising would normally 
indicate. Americans, actually, are not se- 
cure in their “individual difference” (As- 
cendant). One can easily recognize a 
national inferiority complex as the root 
of our isolationism, our chronic aggres- 
siveness or superiority-complex (moral- 
ly speaking, far more than politically), 
our occasional collective hysteria (which 
startled so much European visitors dur- 
ing 1948 and early 1949). 

Indeed I can see no real sign of Mars 
rising in the typical temperament of the 
American people, and not much of Uran- 
us rising either—the Uranian traits be- 
ing due, in my opinion already stated, to 
the coincidence of the natal horizon of 
the U. S. chart and of the line of nodes 
of Uranus. 

Transits and Progressions 


Today Uranus is, for the third time in 
U. S. history, entering Cancer. Neptune 


has come into the natal tenth house and 
is passing over Saturn. Pluto, before 
long, will oppose the U. S. Moon, after 
crossing the North Node point. Saturn 
is moving up to the Zenith. Jupiter in the 
second house is still increasing American 
productivity and profits—-though the fu- 
ture may seem to many uncertain and 
financially insecure. The progressed Mars 
is well established in the tenth house, 
making our Government take a very posi- 
tive and often self-righteous stand; this 
Mars is ‘also squaring the natal Venus 
and Jupiter pair, making for over-ex- 
penditure in the “cold war,” and not 
promising much respite from inflation. 

The progressed Sun of the American 
people, after entering Capricorn in 1945, 
is now in square to the progressed Mars; 
in opposition also to natal Venus and 
Jupiter (1948-1951). And the progressed 
Moon is opposing the progressed Sun, 
thus bringing to a climax the period of 
collective national development begun at 
the “progressed New Moon” of the Fall 
1935, after having passed through the 
“progressed First Quarter” crisis just 
after Pearl Harbor.* 

This all adds up to an extremely grave 
and significant phase in the historical 
growth of the American people and of 
our national character. It could mean a 
profoundly important inner step being 
taken, a kind of collective “illumination.” 
As the Moon will be at its “progressed 
full” phase at about Cancer 4°, between 
Venus and Jupiter, and as these planets 
rule (in the chart I have presented) the 
10th and the Ist houses respectively, both 
our Government and our people could 
glow with much light and act with great 
understanding toward world-peace. 

It might mean, on the other hand, a 
breakdown in the process of development 
of the collective personality of our 
America, and an ever more destructive 
cleavage between two worlds and two 
ideologies or trends, within the American 
people as well as in matters of interna- 
tional relationship. It is every American 
person’s task and supreme responsibility 
to participate consciously and intelligent- 
lv in the determination of this choice, 
which may either make come true or de- 
stroy the great dreams of humanity. 
Three years betore this “progressed New Moon” 
is what I have called in my book, The Moon, the 
“progressed Balsamic Moon’’—in a sense, the seeding

One day, early in the summer of 
1942, a high-ranking officer came to see 
me. He gave me two birthdata, both with- 
out the birth hour and the birth place. 

“Can you work out something from 
that?” he asked. 

“I can’t make horoscopes from that,’ 
I said, “but I can work out something. 
It depends what you want to know about 
these two men—I suppose they are men ¢ 

He grinned cheerfully. “Very much 
so, I should say. What we want to know 
is this: which of these two is likely to 
beat the other? That is all Hitler will 
want to know, too. And his man is not 
likely to have more information than you 
have, so it’s even odds.” 

That was most likely true, though it 
was quite within the cards that Hitler 
might know the birth hour of his cham- 
pion. Germany is, or rather was an 
astrologer’s paradise as far as birth hours 
are concerned. At German registry of- 
fices they would make a note of the birth 
hour of every new-born baby, correct to 
the quarter of an hour. Thus Hitler's 
astrologer could have an advantage over 
me. But that couldn’t be helped. I asked 
for twenty-four hours’ time. 

Next day the officer came again. “Well, 
what's the verdict ?” 

Mind you, he had not given me any 
names. It was perfectly obvious that one 
of the data belong to a British, the other 
to a German general. A little less obvi- 
ous was which was which. Personally | 
had made up my mind about that, though. 
Or at least I thought I had a fair inkling. 
How? Simply because from what I had 
seen from mundane charts and their as- 
pectation in the near future I had come 
to the conclusion that a major British 
victory was due in a few months’ time. 
Thus Jupiter would be in trine to King 
George’s Uranus and a little later to his 
radical Moon. The planet would become 
stationary on the cusp of Mr. Churchill's 
ninth house, and would go over the 
Moon in the chart of the United King- 
dom in the tenth house. And if a British 


victory was coming, it was at least more 
likely that of the two data given to me, 
the man with the better aspects was the 
British general. 

“Seventeen beats fifteen, in my opin- 
ion,” I said, “And I think seventeen is 
our man, sir.” 

The numbers referred to the birthdays 
of the two men. One was born on No- 
vember 15th, 1891, the other on Novem- 
ber 17th, 1887. 

“Never mind which of the two is our 
man—if any,” said the. officer. “What 
are your reasons to think that seventeen 
will beat fifteen ?” 

“There are two reasons for that. The 
first is due to a comparison of their 
characters. They are- born in the same 
month and there is a distance of only 
two days between their birthdays. Now 
that’s nothing new about great oppon- 
ents. In World War I the two greatest 
opponents were born on exactly the same 
day of the same month: Marshal Foch 
on October 2nd, 1851 and Fieldmarshal 
von Hindenburg on October 2nd, 1847. 
The years are different, of course, and 
so they are in our present case. All this 
may be coincidental, at least to some ex- 
tent. I don’t know. But in consequence 
the two men will have a good deal in 
common with each other. Now I'll tell 
you first what they have in common and 
then where they differ. They are both 
very fine soldiers, obviously. With the 
Sun in Scorpio they are fearless, strong- 
minded, can be ruthless. They are 
predominantly commanders - in - the - field 
rather than cluiefs-of-staff. This kind of 
man will be loved by the troops—he may 
not always be loved by officers—especial- 
ly statf officers. Reason: they will de- 
mand an absolute maximum and there is 
no way of arguing with them about that, 
because they are giving the absolute 
maximum themseMes. That is just what 
the simple soldier will like about them, 
but it can be darned uncomfortable for 
the higher brass, some of which may be 
accustomed to take things a little easier. 
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This is, in the main, what they have in 
common. Now the difference between 
them is considerable. One should think 
that the older man should be the man to 
take life a little easier than the younger 
one. But it looks to me that it is just the 
other way round. The older man has 
Venus in direct aspect to Saturn which 
makes for austerity, for a frugal, almost 
ascetic kind of life, though the aspect 
itself is good. He’ll have formed habits 
of his own—ascetic habits—which will 
suit him. He enjoys them. Others may 
not.” 

For some reason, at this stage, my 
visitor chuckled. I went on: 

“They're both obstinate, of course, and 
self-willed, but there is a strong differ- 
ence in the quality of their energy and it 
is this difference which in my opinion can 
give the decision in a match brain against 
brain. The younger man, born November 
15th has Mars in Libra, and you know, 
the signs are not called what they are 
called for nothing: Libra is the Balance 
and this man has a very well balanced 
energy. Now on the first glance this 
would seem to be only an asset. It makes 
for a great sense of equilibrium; it makes 
a man fall on his feet, whatever way he 
is thrown. But if such a man has the Sun 
in Scorpio and is a very courageous dare- 
devil anyway, this Mars opposition may 
lead him astray. He will become accus- 
tomed to the fact that he always is to 
fall on his feet. He will take it for grant- 
ed. And thus he may take risks—even 
undue risks. There is something adven- 
turesome about this man. The Sur- 
Saturn aspect in his chart makes it likely 
that he is a self-made man. He’s likely 
to have taken a good many risks before 


‘and he has got away with it. One fine 


day he may not get away with it. Now 
the older man, born November 17th: his 
Mars position is in Virgo. The virgin 
.., the accurate, methodical spinster, the 
old maid who is so tidy that it hurts. She 
knows exactly where everything that she 
has is. She won't travel before every- 
thing is ready down to the last button. 
Superimpose that on the nature of a 
courageous soldier and you get a man 
who will not attack before he feels cer- 
tain that he will win. He will take risks 
— certainly — but only when he knows 
that he can afford them. Therefore, given 
armies of about equal size and equally 
well trained, with not too many handi- 


caps as far as equipment and position are 
concerned, my money would be on No- 
vember 17th.” 

The officer nodded. “Not bad. Not bad 
at all. Happens to coincide with the 
opinion of those who know them both. 
Incidentally, you were right: the 17th is 
our man. General Sir Bernard Law 
Montgomery. November 15th is Rom- 
mel. How did you know the 17th was 
our man?” 

“T didn’t know. It was a simple piece 
of deduction,” I told him. He made no 
comment. Instead he said: “You said you 
had two reasons to believe that seventeen 
will beat fifteen, but you only gave me 
one: the comparison of their characters. 
What is the other?” 

“The curve of Jupiter in autumn this 
year. Rommel’s Sun position is on about 
23 degrees Scorpio and General Mont- 
gomery’s about 25 degrees. Now in the 
very beginning of October Jupiter will 
reach the 23rd degree of Cancer and 
thereby form a so-called trine, a very 
favorable aspect to Rommel’s Sun-posi- 
tion. Good for Rommel. But then, in the 
last week of October Jupiter will reach 
the 25th degree and form the same aspect 
in favor of Montgomery.” 

““Well—what does that mean? Initial 
success for Rommel and final success for 
us?” 

“Might be. But actually it’s much bet- 
ter than that. For it so happens that 
Jupiter is stationary on the 25th degree 
of Scorpio throughout practically the 
whole of November . . . as seen from 
the earth, of course, because in fact the 
planet is moving all the time. Practically 
speaking this means that Rommel has 
about two weeks of ‘luck’ and Mont- 
gomery a solid five or more. When a 
planet is stationary its influence is very 
strongly increased. There is only one 
thing I cannot quite understand. It seems 
perfectly obvious to me that Montgomery 
will have the opportunity for a great, 
perhaps a decisive victory. It is highly 
unlikely that he has ever had so good an 
aspect before in the whole of his life.. He 
has had a good many Jupiter trines, but 
I doubt whether Jupiter ever was sta- 
tionary in the exact trine position before. 
I can look that up easily, of course. Well, 
as I said, he is due for victory. The only 
thine I cannot see, however, is that Rom- 
mel is beaten.” 

“What on earth do vou mean?” 
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“Well, it’s not simply an overweighing 
of one good aspect over another. There 
should be signs of a grave defeat in 
Rommel’s chart. But there aren’t any. It 
would be a novum for me, astrologically, 
that a man can be beaten in battle with- 
out having bad aspects—just because his 
opponent has good ones. I wonder how 
that will work out. And I wonder how 
it will work out in Hitler’s mind, when 
he has been given the same facts that I 
gave you now.” 

Later I sent in a report that in my 
opinion decisive action was likely to start 
on October 24th: Jupiter was in square 
to Mars that day and the Moon was 
entering Taurus, Hitler’s Sun-sign. As 
usual, there was no reaction. 

But it so happened that General Sir 
Bernard Law Montgomery started his 
famous offensive of El Alamein in the 
night- from October 23rd to October 24th 
with an artillery preparation of a strength 
so far unheard of in the African desert. 
The attack followed on the 25th and led 
to the general’s most famous victory. In 
due course he became Lord Montgomery 
of El Alamein. 

It was a long time after his victory 
that I found out the solution of the rid- 
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dle, how it was possible for Rommel to 
be beaten when he had no bad aspects. 
It wasn’t. He wasn’t beaten. When he 
had his favorable Jupiter aspect — on 
23 degrees Scorpio —he was called to 
Berchtesgaden to receive there from the 
hand of his Fuehrer the fieldmarshal’s 
baton, the most coveted honor in the Ger- 
man army. Then he was wined and dined 
and made a tour of German towns to 
bolster up morale. He was not there 
when Montgomery attacked. The Africa 
Corps was beaten under his sub-com- 
mander, General von Thoma. There was 
no sense in sending Rommel out once the 
decision had fallen at El] Alamein It was 
clear that there was no hope for the 
Africa Corps — or for any army — that 
had to start withdrawal in the desert. 
No hope, until it had reached a strategic 
point at which a strong, defensive posi- 
tion could be taken and there was no 
such point short of the Mareth Line in 
French Northafrica. Egypt, Cyrenaica 
and Tripolitania were lost to the Ger- 
mans. And on November 8th, just when 
Jupiter was stationary—and in trine to 
Montgomery’s Sun, as we remember— 
the Allies landed in French Northafrica 
under the command, of a man, whose 
name, then practically unknown, was des- 
tined to become one of the greatest fig- 
ures of the entire war: General Dwight 
Eisenhower. Jupiter, after being station- 
ary, became retrograde and “went back”’ 
to 15 degrees 10 minutes, which he 
reached on March 13th. Then the planet 
became direct again and reached the 
twenty-fifth degree once more at the be- 
ginning of June. By then all of North 
Africa was cleared of German troops. 
The astrologer was left to ponder about 
the strange influence of the planets. 
There was a man who had done the most 
wonderful work to bring about the tre- 
mendous victory from El] Alamein on to 
the fall of Tunis and Bizerta: a great 
general and a great gentleman, and in 
fact, the military superior of General 
Montgomery: General Sir Harold Alex- 
ander—now Fieldmarshal Lord Alexan- 
der.

In military circles it was well 
known, of course, to what extent his 
magnificent work had helped to bring 
about victory.

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America Under Ice 


Part II 


AUTHOR'S NOTE: I Propose to Demonstrate the Polar Cycle to be the Fourth 
of Seven Motions of the Earth in Space and Time; that glaciation follows each 
cycle geographically; and that North America has periodically been re-discovered 
eight times. Five more dips are to come before Motion 6 carries the path over 


the Bering Sea, 65,000 years hence. 


Tue rocking of the equator, effected 
by the 5th motion, causes the ecliptic to 
swing north and south, thereby enforcing 
the rotation of the poles. Glacial fields 
manifest a process of continuous freezing 
through peripheral inertia, diminishing 
southward to the latitude at which solar 
heat overcomes it. This latitude is the 
Arctic Circle, now 66:33 north or 23:27 
from the polar center. An abiding con- 
dition, attending the pole’s travel, it is a 
relatively brief period of 12,960 years 
that merely dips the ecliptic north and 
south, ! 

As already observed, it is the 6th mo- 
tion that reverses its hemispheres. There- 
fore each of them is subjected to twelve 
polar cycles within a hemicycle of the 
6th, In its present period, North America 
is on the receiving end of no less than 
eight of them in a curve from Newfound- 
land to Alaska; South America, none. 
On that hangs the key to all the secrets of 
that mysterious land, which there is every 
reason to believe was the mythical con- 
tinent of Atlantis. A hemicycle of the 
6th ago the ecliptics were reversed: The 
Tropic of Cancer was south; that of 
Capricorn, north. South America then 
had her rapid sequence of glacial periods ; 
the nosthern land free of them. There it 
was the South Pole at work; the North 
deep in Siberia 

In the present period the South Pole 
is operating in the Indian Ocean in longi- 
tude 79 east cutting the center of India, 
but far to the south and midway between 
Africa and Australia. Its dips north cor- 
respond with the North Pole’s dips south 
on America. Consequently both conti- 
nents are visited by the South’s Arctic 
circle in periodicity with the northern. 
This explains the relatively recent signs 
of glacial activity and their periodic in- 
habitability 

According to formula, the last hemi- 
cycle of the 6th motion began 155,520 
BC in this longitude, the complement of

101 west, and ended at AD 0, coincident 
with the return of the poles to their home 
stations. At 84,240 BC our pole came 
into western longitudes; its station 3:30 
west of Greenwich, latitude 39:50. This 
was near Aranjuez and Toledo Spain, 
lining up with Tetuan Morocco, Liver- 
pool, Birmingham, and Edinburg. The 
Arctic Circle extended from 67:15 north 
in Siberia to 3:05 south, off the Ivory 
Coast of Africa—its total extent, 147 
degrees. 

Thence the Pole moved westward to 
longitude 33:30 at 58,326 BC, where the 
Circle reached 10 degrees into Canada, 
measured from the east coast of , New- 
foundland in latitude 43:50, and south 
to 11:05 in the mid-Atlantic. At 32,400 
BC the Pole reached longitude 63:30 
west, latitude 47:50 north, or in the west 
Lawrence. 
Thence the Arctic Circle dipped to Puerto 
Rico. From AD 0 six more polar cycles 
will visit North America along a path to 
the Bering Sea—the longest possible east- 
west dimension of the continent. 

But this does not mean that the ac- 
tivity of these cycles is confined to North 
America; for in her interval of freedom 
from ice, the Pole is dipping down on the 
Siberians. For instance, at AD 0 it was 
10:20 over there, making its station 79 :40 
north—the Circle reaching 55:55. In the 
cycle of 90,720 BC, it dipped as low as 
27:55. FPhrough the alternation of the 
polar stations, the Siberians have been 
thawing out and our side has been freez- 
ing up since AD 0. Evidence is in the 
steady repopulation of their lands and the 
increasing numbers of fossil discoveries 
in progressively ice-devastated regions. 
Another testimony is the southward 
creeping of Greenland’s ice fields. It is 
freezing south, not drifting as usually ex- 
plained. 

Now nearly two thousand years on its 
southbound arc, we can figure that the 
Cirele will extend eastward at the quarter 
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in the measure of twice the obliquity of 
the ecliptic from the Pole’s mean longi- 
tudinal center of 104:15 west. Forty 
seven degrees less tell us that the circle 
will then reach longitude 57:15, or cen- 
tral Newfoundland. On its western re- 
turn arc, it will reach 151:15. The entire 
coverage of the cycle’s circuit therefore 
embraces 94 degrees of longitude. In 
about fifteen hundred years the maximum 
will be reached in latitude 76:35 in which 
the pole of the ecliptic now travels. 
Thence it moves southwesterly to its 
southern station of 108:30 west, latitude 
53:50 north. The Circle will then reach 
latitude 31 :05, previously described. Then 
the Pole starts on its return western arc. 

From that we may deduce that our 
southeastern states and a widening coast- 
al fringe are the earliest areas to become 
inhabitable, following the Pole. This 
means that the southwest cannot become 
inhabitable until the Pole is nearing its 
northern station, explained in detail a bit 
later. Now we deal with a very surpris- 
ing phenomena. Expressed in formula, 
the Circle east pitches only half its diame- 
ter west; hence 23:27 added to 57:15 
argues the coexistence of a temperate 
zone west of their total of 80:45. It 
would be about forty-two degrees wide 
in the latitude of San Francisco, and 
vice-versa when the Pole was in its re- 
turn western arc. The climate in both 
periods would be comparable to that now 
prevailing from the Arctic Circle nearly 
to the northern tropic. 

In the cycle of 6480 BC to AD 0, the 
northern travel of the Pole freed the con- 
tinent of ice and brought in the America 
we now know. Obviously Western Ameri- 
ca was the last to be thawed out. While 
that is the general pattern, expressed in 
a sentence, all changes taking place were 
just as slow and no more apparent than 
what is going on around the Pole today. 
The principle value of this knowledge is 
the means it provides for unlocking the 
mysteries of North American origins for 
the critical purpose moulding a race and 
a culture of the present raw materials. 
The Indian, buffalo, horse, and other life 
must have followed the eastern clearing 
of the land—not the western over which 
the Pole was then northbound. The im- 
mediate implication of the cosmic causa- 
tion, so traced, is that the Aztecs and 
Toltecs, who poured down in swarms 
into Mexico, must have been of Euro- 


pean (via Greenland) origin. In that also 
appears the probability that they were the 
parent stock of the North American 
Indian tribes. The theory of their migra- 
tion via the Aleutian Islands or Alaskan 
bridge is untenable for being against the 
polar drift. 

When the Pole crossed latitude 76:35 
—the plane of the Pole of the ecliptic— 
statistically 3240 BC, they were cut off 
and could only keep going south. This 
“cutting off” could have happened through 
seismic disturbances that suddenly shook 
vast ice fields across their egress. Cer- 
tainly the great glacial streams—Cordil- 
leran, Keewatin, and Laurentide—began 
to move as the southern thawing crept 
northward from the Gulf of Mexico. The 
last layer of fossils, from deep into 
Mexico to Alaska, must have been de- 
posited during this western hemicycle of 
the Pole. 

West Coast Habitability 

We may date the progress of West 
Coast habitability in somewhat this man- 
ner. The formula is five degrees of ice 
recession for every 360 years. The earliest 
American date, according to Spinden, is 
August 6th, 613 BC, latitude 22 in Yuca- 
tan. Allowing another 360 years for the 
undated ruins at’ Copan Guatemala, lati- 
tude 14:50, western America became 
available for human subsistence in the 
following time-space continuum:

At léast this provides a flexible scheme 
that is equal to accounting for thousand- 
year-old trees, residual glaciers, fossil 
beds, and those mysterious people that wé 
only know as cliff-dwellers and mound- 
builders. It seems plain that the former 
dug out their homes on the mountain 
sides to escape the torrents of ice and 
water that filled the mountain gorges and 
probably the plains. As these torrents 
subsided and lard appeared, the mound- 
builders treked into it and built their 
homes of the only materials available— 
mud and grass Their circumvallations 


were for drainage and sanitation, not de- 
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fense for which a ditch would be, the 
worst possible strategic position. 

Although we have dealt with the 
Earth’s land areas as permanent, it was 
more than a matter of convenience. 
Without familiar landmarks, it would 
have been impossible to develop the 
scheme at all. The constantly changing 
geography of the arctic zone is assurance 
that new lands are constantly coming 
into view and old ones disappearing in 
the passage of the ages. It is therefore a 
sound assumption that there are vast 
landed areas under the present arctic 
fields—north and south—just as they 
were when the zones were elsewhere. 
This is bourne out by the Byrd Expe- 
dition’s report of the discovery of a great 
continent at the South Pole. 

For this reason, we do not know the 
precise conformation of South America 
even as late as AD O. But this we do 
know: The periodic deluge of ice and 
water that poured down on that continent 
in every northern period of the Pole 
could hardly have failed to change her 
contours immensely. It may not be too 
fanciful to suspect that the Gulf of 
Mexico was dug out by these converging 
torrents, raising the Caribbean Islands, 
and either raising or lowering the Ama- 
zon Valley. Conviction on this point is 
aided by contemplating the continent’s 
enormous expanse of sea-level land, from 
the Caribbean Sea to southern Argentina, 
surpassed only by the vast areas of this 
land in Russia. 

However that may be, a hemicycle of 
the 6th motion is a long time. Hence the 
assumption that a continent of unknown 
contours existed south of us, during its 
last cycle, attributes to it an antiquity 
great enough to accommodate the wildest 
speculations on the kind of humanity it 
developed. It could have spanned all 
levels from primate to man in the image 
of God. 

Necessarily the evolution of man in 
South America proceeded by intervals. 
During the 2nd and 3rd quarter of Mo- 
tion 6 they would have been fixed by 
south polar dips north when the northern 
was circling over Siberia. In the Ist and 
4th they were and still are geared to the 
deluges from the north. Therefore the 
South America which the Spaniards dis- 
covered must have given birth to the 
Inca empire after the cessation of the last 
glacial flood, in the times of the northern 
cliff-dwellers and mound-builders. While 


the same cycle produces both types, the 
enormous difference between them is due 
to spacial distance. Both have the same 
period of 12,960 years, but there is great 
variation in consequencies from north to 
south. Because the polar center is far 
to the north, thus in a sense localizing 
and intensifying its activity, it is a logical 
deduction that South America is free of 
polar oppression for possibly twice as 
much of the period as her northern sister. 
Thus it is predictable that she has fully 
8000 years of development ahead with 
no convulsions of Nature serious enough 
to halt it. 

The historical scientists continue to 
speculate over the incomparable engineer- 
ing and architectural genius that pro- 
duced the vast structures whose ruins, 
rivalling Egypt’s, litter northwestern 
South America. How they were built 
with stone tools remains an impenetrable 
enigma, and why gold and silver were 
base enough metals to be used as wedges 
in their masonry and be poured down 
Spanish gullets. Another focus of be- 
wilderment is that of what could have 
been their means of transporting huge 
monoliths up and down precipitous moun- 
tain sides. Also how did South Americans 
visit and communicate with the rest of 
the world? And could this continent have 
been the fabled Atlantis —a far moe 
satisfying solution of that mystery than 
any heretofore offered? Indeed our con- 
cepts of Time and Space are finite. 

The resurrection of the truth hidden 
in these blank pages of history seems to 
begin with at least contemplating the 


* possibility that our age may not be the 


first to travel in the air and under sea, 
to have invented the radio and television, 
and to have utilized atomic energy. The 
Atlanteans could have had diamond drills 
and saws, pneumatic tools, hoisting de- 
vices, automobiles, and fireless cookers— 
in fact.everything we now think we origi- 
nated. None of these implements could 
have survived the corrosion of time. Pos- 
sibly long before us, relatively, they had 
freed their society of coal dust and smoke, 
oil and chemical acids and smog, and 
even of their Boulder dams and sky- 
scrapers. 

Besides, it is one of the functions of 
Time to destroy all such things, other- 
wise we would have been denied the 
growing pains of inventing, constructing, 
and destroying them ourselves. Neverthe-

Tue law of dynamics, when it. mani- 
fests in elemental clashes as between fire 
and water, causes rapid cadences of aug- 
menting volume which culminate in vio- 
lent explosions. For when water meets 
fire steam is born, marked by constant 
motion and ever seeking release from 
confining bondage.

A square 
or an opposition are afflicting largely be- 
cause the astral currents span points 1n 
antagonistic fields of the ecliptic, from 
earth to air, from water to fire. On the 
other hand, the trine and sextile touch 
harmonious zodiacal degrees in identical 
triplicity or of elemental affinity, respec 
tively. 

This is one of the foremost lessons 
cuspians must try to learn. In the case 
of the fire cusps Sol emerges from the 
placid magnetic, feminine water signs 
Cancer, Scorpio, Pisces, and roars into 
the most torrid zones of the Zodiac. The 
effect of this astral high-frequency on the 
mechanism of your soul is one of con- 
tradictory psychological urges, of over- 
stimulated nervous sensitivity, and of an 
emotional pitch that sometimes borders 
on sublime frenzy. No matter how 
evolved you may be, how you may strive 
for poise or even outward calm, there will 
be harassing intervals in your life when 
the congestion from pent-up emotions 
seeks escape in forms of nervous hysteria 
or in a complete let-down of all your 
forces of resistance. The rebound of such 
temperamental paroxysms on your des- 
tiny is frequently drastic, especially dur- 
ing periods of cyclic pianetary duress. 

LEO 
July 23rd to 31st inclusive 

Leo Cuspians are often compared with 
the psychological type we associate with 
the mutual reception of Sun in Cancer, 
Moon in Leo. Indeed there are many

points of similarity between you, and 
these stem from the water-fire clash in 
your nature and cause you to be excitable 
hot-heads, impulsive go-getters and alto- 
gether unmanageable types who'd rather 
lead than be driven. For when fixed fire 
and cardinal water combine in one and 
the same reincarnated ego we meet a 
complex, extrovert personality. However, 
there is also one fundamental difference 
between the Leo cuspian and the mutual 
reception type; the will to power is great- 
er in you than the longing for affection 
which’ seems to predominate in the other. 

Another asset graces your cuspian na- 
ture, an unmistakable Saturn streak that 
somehow emphasizes disciplining of your 
various talents and capabilities, and helps 
you to consciously harness your forces 
for specific vocational interests. This po- 
tency emanates from the star cluster 
Praesaepe, a checking influence on your 
altruistic, lavish self. Hence wisdom and 
foresight usually restrain what might be 
foolhardy extravagance or misplaced gen- 
erosity. For though you dislike or even 
despise sordid hoarding, you are by no 
means apt to squander favors without a 
semblance of good judgment. Sometimes 
you may hesitate to engage in the pro- 
everbial Good Deed, when the conse- 
quences of such beneficence loom as fu- 
tile acts of charity. 

A touch of Saturn in your case is the 
leaven that promotes wholesome growth 
of your endeavors along practical, some- 
times merely prosaic lines. Hence titans 
of all fields of vocational pursuits saw the 
light as Leo cuspians, to mention only a 
few—Henry Ford, George Bernard Shaw, 
Benito Mussolini—and lest we forget. 
that ever popular trouble-maker, Leo 
Durocher. But there’s method in mad- 
ness and the pot o’ gold at the end of the 
rainbow when Saturn has a hand at the 
controls of ambitious enterprises. This 
planet is the strategist, and you cuspians, 
propelled by Saturn stimuli, are able to 
follow a pre-arranged plan. Your cardi- 
nality acts as a self-starter and fixity of 
purpose leads you to your goal. 
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The whims of destiny frequently play 
a tremendous part in your pursuit of 
happiness or whatever your specific de- 
sire in life may be. Just check on the 
important events in the past and see how 
many times luck was on your side. You 
also somehow seem to meet the right 
people at the right time, people who take 
your career in hand and steer it along 
profitable lines. Your faith in your star, 
which is in reality an unconscious belief 
in divine providence, acts as a propellant 
in triumphing over almost unsurmount- 
able obstacles and in overriding opposi- 
tion on the part of short-sighted associ- 
ates. This, you may say, is a fundamental 
requisite for practically any kind of suc- 
cess, but we stress it in your case because 
it involves patience. Now patience, frank- 
ly, is rarely your long suit unless you 
deliberately make up your mind to stick 
it out and see it through. You are care- 
ful and deliberate in any grave, vital 
issue in your life, but rather negligent 
about minor details. You may even be 
untidy and slovenly in your personal 
habits but insist on order on the part of 
the persons in your environment or those 
in your charge. 

It is usually said of the regular Leonian 
type that vanity is a pet foible. This is 
not true of you. You are also rarely the 
victim of flattery. Your pride runs deep 
and is rooted in a sense of merit that 
stems from gracious attributes of mind 
and heart. Drama is by no means absent 
from your life, yet you cannot be accused 
of the exhibition complex which is often 
such a ludicrous drawback in the tem- 
perament of natives of the second and 
third decanates of Leo. Dramatic you 
are, theatrical rarely. 

Of course, you possess many of the 
usual Leo virtues: loyalty, oblivion to 
enmity, big-heartedness, love of people in 
particular and of humanity as a whole. 
Above all, you are rarely suspicious of 
others. This is at the same time your 
asset and your greatest shortcoming. The 


_mainspring of this trust in others is your 


extrovertism, your conviction of your 
superiority. You not only make bitter 
enemies thereby, but you overlook the 
snake in the grass ready to strike its 
mortal blow. Your greatest sorrows come 
from disappointments in people, tho you 
seem to be able to parry other heavy 
blows of fate in a spirit of equanimity. 


SAGITTARIUS 
November 22nd to 30th inclusive 


Sol, the principle of life and over- 
abundance, the reckless squanderer of 
energy, is quite at home here in this 
mutable fiery cuspal zone. And you who 
saw the light during these few days when 
the Sun transits the first degrees of 
Sagittarius partake freely of all the 
afore-mentioned attributes—mental, emo- 
tional and physical. We wonder some- 
times why quicksilver isn’t your planetary 
metal instead of Mercury’s, and why tin 
was allotted to your sunsign. For you are 
rarely still. Actually,-you are physically 
the most up-and-doing folks, always on 
the go. Even when you decide to take it 
easy for a change and twiddle your 
thumbs, your mind will quiver with ac- 
tivity—thinking up ideas! 

It is very difficult for you to silence 
the mortal mind. You sleep restlessly, or 
not at all. In fact, no other zodiacal type 
can get along with as little sleep as you 
can. This is generally true for most 
Archers, but you Cuspians top all others 
in forcing yourself to be mentally wide 
awake at all times, morning, noon and 
night. This idiosyncrasy, one might think, 
is due to an ever-ready subconscious 
priming of cerebellum action — vivid 
dreams and nightmares are not uncom- 
mon to Archer Cuspians! Your brain 
cells seem to keep on sending off sparks 
which take the form of sporadically 
voiced thoughts, sometimes utterly un- 
related to each other. 

Watch yourself here. There is nothing 
more aggravating than a mentally undisci- 
plined Sagittarius cuspian, constantly in- 
terrupting the general flow of conversa- 
tion with illogical mental spurts, with 
irrational propositions, suggestions and 
twists of thought—similar to the zigzag 
line the ancient Sophists used when en- 
deavoring to disprove a point. 

This excessive mentalism (it can lift 
you to a pinnacle of human achievements 
once you have learned to harness it), we 
feel, is caused by the mixture of solar 
energy with the high-frequency of stellar 
light, with which this particular zone of 
the ambient is super-charged. For a 
string of beautiful fixed stars, like a neck- 
lace of translucent beads, graces the 
ecliptic between Bungula and Antares. 
(See Fixed Stars and You, December 
1948.) 
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This is a. matter of control of an 
energy which is too potent to be con- 
veniently handled or exploited. Astrology 
can help if you study your nativity and 
find the departments in life where you 
are apt to squander futile mental energy. 
Learn to be “stingy” with yourself and 
your time. Keep house with your ner- 
vous elasticity. 

Fundamentally you are not a worship- 
per of the golden calf; you rejoice in 
action, delight in creative productivity. 
You have a touch of whimsicality in your 
cuspal makeup that delights and enter- 
tains fellow beings, and you are always 
willing to give fréely of your engaging 
self. You are popular and beloved as a 
result, admired for the scintilating charm 
that radiates from your buoyant per- 
sonality. But you often miss winning the 
fat purse of the stakes in life, and not 
infrequently jingle a couple of dimes in 
your pocket as though you owned the 
National City Bank. 

The cause for many of your fiscal fail- 
ures is your hastiness and impatience, for 
you do not always “follow through” on 
your clever strokes in career or business 
affairs. You need to think more strenu- 
ously of how to exploit your talents or 
ideas at the psychological moment for 
success. 

But often your brain is so fruitful of 
original, clever ideas that they crowd 
themselves upon each other, and plague 
you with the urge to give them form. For 
this reason journalism, the world of 
sports, Broadway with its multiple amuse- 
ment opportunities, are good vocational 
bets, for you are usually at your best 
when you work and create in a frenzy 
of feverish activities. 

However, the vicissitudes of fate often 
enter into the picture of Archer Cuspians’ 
successes or failures. Joe Dimaggio, born 
November 25th, is a perfect example of 
a vocation well chosen and splendidly 
pursued to spectacular fame that fate sud- 
denly interrupted. Joe’s present stubborn 
heel trouble is astrologically explained by 
natal Moon in Pisces (sign of the feet), 
stimulated by transiting Saturn in Virgo 
in adverse relationship to both Sun and 
Moon. The breaks, on the other hand, 
worked overtimne in the life of Robert 
Ripley, in whose horoscope the Archer 
cusp was rising (note Bob’s buck teeth). 
Dame Fortune lavished favors upon him 
in bountiful measure, but many a mid- 


night hour. struck from the huge, gilt 
clock on his mantle-piece to remind this 
millionaire how empty a famous man’s 
life can be. 

You Archer cuspians are filled with 
flaming enthusiams, which keep your 
mind pliable and young. You also man- 
age to retain your youthful appearance 
until ripe old age—you of this cusp are 
usually blessed with longevity. You are 
honest, idealistic, loyal, of inexhaustible 
energy and extraordinary mental resili- 
ence. And of course,- you are fond of 
animals. But what about those proverbial 
Sagittarius hunches? Frankly, you seem 
to be more intuitive about people whom 
you either intensely like or dislike than 
prophetic about an undertaking.

This cusp rules the Salic Law, and 
within these two words lies all the wealth 
of your glorious, magnificent virtues and 
talents and your equally abundant de- 
ficiencies.

Everything masculine is 
symbolized by the Sun radiating glorious 
life and out-rushing energy through the 
seven degrees of this cusp. 

Are you a lady Aries Cuspian! Con- 
gratulations, for you will find upon self- 
examination that you possess the largesse 
of a man’s viewpoint, the vigor and 
breadth of a man’s mind. You may be 
blessed with managerial or executive 
ability, with calm efficiency and circum- 
spection when rugning an organization, 
with masterly resourcefulness in mo- 
ments of emergency. All of these are con- 
sidered masculine virtues. You will, by 
the same token, discover an absence in 
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your nature of many of the petty foibles 
and tricky gestures we usually associate 
with the distatf side of humanity. The 
Aries cuspian wife is apt'to run the roost, 
though friend Hubby may not be con- 
scious of it. Every member of your 
household will lean on you, drawing from 
you greater strength and depending upon 
you for guidance through bewildering 
problems. At the helm you must and will 
be. It’s no use trying to play second 
fiddle, for it is apt to result in mental 
discords of sheer misery that grate on 
your pride and wear your nerves to a 
frazzle. You can function harmoniously 
only if a task is assigned to you, and 
when you are left free to choose your 
own modus operandi, and can do the job 
without interference. 

Aries ‘cusp business men unconsciously 
favor male employees above female work- 
ers. They believe with firm conviction 
that a man can do a better job than a 
woman, and that his dignity in an office 
is more impressive than feminine pulchri- 
tude could ever be—in spite of this rising 
man-woman consciousness of the new 
Aquarian Age. 

Lavish generosity is the middle name 
of you Aries Cuspians; gracious hospi- 
tality, devotion in love and friendship, 
sympathy with the underdog, appreciation 
of what is uplifting and fine or inspira- 
tional in human existence. You are op- 
timistic, idealistic, honest in money mat- 
ters, unless the individual chart contra- 
dicts this. You are endowed with bound- 
less energy and a contagious enthusiasm 
You are intolerant, especially of morbid, 
unwholesome habits in weak characters 
or distorted ethical attitudes. 

Offensive tactics are your forte, but 
you are weak in any defensive position, 
especially when you spar with opponents 
mentally and spiritually superior to you. 
Subtle, indirect methods of warfare be- 
wilder you. It is difficult for you to cut 
the Gordian Knot of a camouflaged plot 
against your authority, of craftily man- 
euvered intrigues and innuendo attacks.

Woe unto a rival, 
whom perchance Nature has fashioned 
in a kindly mood—she will suffer no end 
of humiliations from the persecutive 
antics of a jealous Aries cusp enemy 
For such a woman may gladly play Kind 
Lady to a male but will harm a woman, 
if she can.

less each successive round of evolution is 
accelerated—upward or downward as the 
trend of the cycle determines.

This is the fourth article in a study of the planets n relation to the angles of the chart 
as defined by the basic cross of the horizon and meridian, taken as the framework of inter- 
pretation. This procedure is based on a series of talks given at an astrological conference 
by Mr. Alan Hooker, president of the Ohio Theosophical Society. The first two articles 
of the series appeared in the June and August 1948 issues of American Astrology. 


Ly the foregoing articles, Mars, Venus 
and Mercury were discussed in relation 
to the angles of the chart and their ad- 
jacent houses. These planets are close to 
the earth and dominate in che realm of 
daily affairs. Mars starts activity “which 
Venus turns into forms. These, per- 
ceived by Mercury, are transmitted to 
people, places and things. Jupiter and Sa- 
turn, however, are beyond the earth. 
Hence, their allegorical meaning corre- 
sponds to their place, that is non-earthy 
or non-material or spiritual. Mercury ts 
the link that changes or transmutes the 
materialistic “processes of Mars and 
Venus to the more refined elements of 
Jupiter and Saturn. This, of course, 1s 
the metaphysical meaning. ' 

Jupiter is the planet of expansion. 
Hence, it is most generally viewed as ex- 
panding material welfare and oppor- 
tunity. In this analysis, however, Jupiter 
is the organizer of concepts or philoso- 
phies, of many things coordinated into 
a unit and the direct antithesis of Mer- 
cury, which picks up things one at a 
time. Mercury is singular, Jupiter plural. 
Mercury relates to man’s environment, 
Gemini, his work, Virgo, and his con- 
cern with details, fragments, and the 
routine of daily application. Jupiter, 
‘however, takes the various essences or 
fruits of experience gained ‘hrough 
everyday pursuits and translates them 
into a basic conception or extract. It is 
Jupiter’s act to combine the parts into a 
complete whole. That is why the 9th 
house is associated with things broad in 
view and/or large scope, whether ideas, 
or places. Jupiter acts constantly to add 
one thing to another and this process 
makes something else. All things are dif- 
ferent ways of presenting the idea of 
concepts which is the keyword for the 
9th house. 

The clue to Jupiter’s action is that it 
comes from within. It is spiritual and 
subjective. Jupiter rules abstractions 
which are kernels condensed from some- 


thing larger, or conversely, a unit integ- 
rated from many parts. Anything that is 
integrated comes from a process of in- 
drawing (subjective), not outgoing or 
objective. This is seemingly paradoxical 
in the light of the commonly accepted 
interpretation of Jupiter as an outgoing 
benevolence. It seems logical when one 
sees that Jupiter's power must:be cen- 
tered within to have real strength. Other- 
wise Jupiter reveals its negative side and 
we see the Jupiterian who is bombastic, 
flamboyant, egotistical and hollow. These 
traits stem directly from the misuse of 
Jupiter’s power, which is a transmutation 
from the 8th house because concepts are 
born from experience, and experience is 
digested in the 8th house. The relation- 
ships of ideas seldom come from idle 
speculation but from living. An idea gains 
in meaning as it is related to another 
idea, which again comes out of another 
experience. Hence, the true Jupiterian 
function is an act which reflects the con- 
cepts behind it. It is not repetitive—this 
item, then this item, such as composes 
routine—but a constant going forward 
of a combination of essences. Each es- 
sence is a finite something which of it- 
self does not change, but as it is added to 
another finite thing becomes a part of a 
chain of essences. These ramify out into 
something different—broader. impersonal 
and encompassing. 

That is why Jupiter is associated with 
“big stuff.” When Jupiter reflects the 
religious side of the 9th house, it relates 
to the pageantry of the church through 
which hidden meanings are dramatized. 
Where words and direct teaching might 
not move the masses, the visible demon- 
stration of the hidden meanings appeals 
directly to the emotions. Hence the use 
of huge pagentries in the early church 
and in all religiotis ceremonies from time 
immemorial. When the emotions or feel- 
ings are touched, the Pisces side of Jupi- 
ter manifests, the hidden longings of 
people are stimulated, and they draw into 
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themselves a compensation. Jupiter has 
dramatized their religion, and they have 
inner peace. What goes out through 
Sagittarius (the idea or concept), goes 
within in Pisces to manifest both sides 
of Jupiter. 

Essentially Jupiter is soul power. 
While usually connected with outgoing 
benevolence, Jupiter’s power is neverthe- 
less from the self for the self, for Jupiter 
is still within the ring of Saturn. Its ex- 
pansiveness is basically connected with 
ideas, better to see their significance. 
Jupiter sees meaning everywhere, of 
things as they are related, and in this 
broad stream everything has value. It is 
the direct antithesis of Mercury in that 
Mercury is close to the earth and carries 
his environment with him wherever he 
goes (3rd house), while Jupiter seeks 
new environments or cultures wherever 
he goes (9th house). Since Jupiter is 
outside the earth, he is detached from 
what he considers. Hence Jupiter’s as- 
sociation with foreign places, where the 
individual is interested in new or dif- 
ferent cultures and frequently lives them 
as he finds them, rather than merely con- 
tinuing in his own ways under a differ- 
ent roof. The world traveler who seeks 
out tribes and lives with them as one of 
them is the true Jupiterian. 


Planet of Soul 

Jupiter, like Saturn, is a planet of 
soul. Its truest expression is the expan- 
sion that turns the eye inward to make 
the subconscious become conscious. It ex- 
pands inner vision, sharpening the per- 
ceptions of hidden and perhaps danger- 
ous compulsions, which can then be 
dragged out to the light for examination. 
This larger vision enables the individual 
to see the motivations behind his acts, 
and, if he wishes, he may heal himself, 
for Jupiter is the true healer. Jupiter’s 
is the eye of elevated perception, which 
obviates painfully repeated experiences. 
One experience from which the true 
meaning or essence is drawn suffices to 
explain a certain level of living. If it is 
good, it adds to knowledge and strength. 
If it is painful, and the reason for its 
pain is understood, it is still possible to 
draw good, for understanding only comes 
from understood experience. Then the 
individual lives in the realm of Jupiter, 
with constantly broadening viewpoints 
and capacities for learning and living. 
When experience does not teach, then 


the same thing repeats over and over 
again. When the individual persists in 
efforts to expand and learns nothing 
from experience, he encounters Saturn, 
who says, “Stop, you can’t expand until 
you learn.” 

Jupiter’s action starts, as illustrated 
in the triangle VY, with the one concept 
which gradually adds more concepts, un- 
til it attains the broad surface at the top, 
which corresponds to the ideas, plans, 
and places broad in scope or far away in 
place. This is the exact reverse of Sa- 
turn’s triangle 4, which eliminates from 
the broad base by cutting away, until 
only the peak is left, where Saturn 
stands alone at the top of the Zodiac. 
When the broad concepts of Jupiter, 
born from within as distillations of ex- 
perience, become completely impersonal 
and above self, then the retracting action 
of Saturn is withdrawn. The Jupiterian 
then becomes a world figure because he 
thinks in terms of the race. Jupiter has 
then manifested as a cosmic planet 


Jupiter in the Houses and Signs 

Jupiter at the first angle and its ad- 
jacent houses works in an area domi- 
nated by Mars. Thus the individual with 
Jupiter here often has exaggerated self- 
esteem. Because this esteem is so often 
unselfconscious, his aplomb is hard to 
deflate. Jupiter in Mars’ territory lends a 
dynamic tendency which is traditionally 
over-expansive and sweeping in scope. 
The individual rushes out to meet life in 
expansive fashion, and his self-spreading 
acts are frequently unreasoned. At his 
best, however, he can be a philosophical 
leader and embody in his own person- 
ality and acts the workings of his con- 
cepts. 

Hence, individuals with Jupiter in the 
12th, Ist or 2nd houses and/or Pisces, 
Aries and Taurus in the Aries quadrant, 
need to cultivate awareness of the per- 
sonal bias in their expansive outgoing. 
While not usually petty, they take for 
granted that their viewpoint and _phil- 
osophy are right because they are theirs. 
Reasoned activity will preserve their re- 
sources and save them from the dangers 
of emotionalism. This may be the ex- 
treme of self-abnegation or self-indulg- 
ence, either one of which leads to self- 
undoing. They should be encouraged to 
deliberate awareness of why they think 
as they think and do as they do. This 
gives substance to their ideas and in- 
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duces compassion, which is the best 
manifestation of Jupiter’s Pisces ruler- 
ship. 

Jupiter at the 4th angle and its ad- 
jacent houses is dominated by the moon. 
The 4th house is considered the gateway 
of the soul, where it gains sustenance 
from race experience and memory. Jupi- 
ter at this angle manifests best in that 
inner expansiveness, which embraces the 
environment, those close, and creative 
expression in ways that are sustaining 
to all in the sense of man’s inner anchor- 
age from the past. In mystical language, 
Jupiter’s essential purpose at this angle 
is to “lift up the soul.” In its practical 
application, it means that the home is a 
base for self-knowledge. It usually de- 
notes a good mind, a comfortable home, 
broad powers of creative expression, and 
emphasized desire for pleasure. Hence, 
those with Jupiter in the 3rd, 4th or 5th 
house, and/or Gemini, Cancer or Leo 
in the Cancer quadrant, should be made 
aware of the basic nature of their con- 
cepts. Negatively, ideas may be widely 
dispersed, the home a base for self- 
aggrandizement, and personal expression 
sought only for self-satisfaction. Posi- 
tively, the Cancer angle is the angle of 
sustainment, Jupiter’s position here best 
manifests as inner growth. 

Jupiter at the 7th angle and its ad- 
jacent houses is dominated by Venus, 
for this is the angle of relationships. The 
periphery of personal contacts usually 
extends wide and functions best when it 
is of benefit to everyone in the relation- 
ship and not only an expression of self- 
projection. Individuals with Jupiter at 
the Venus angle are usually idealistic in 
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relations with others, sometimes too 
much so and subject to disappointments 
because they expect too much, whether 
in working relationships, partnership con- 
tacts. or in mutually held funds. At this 
cooperative angle, the concepts of re- 
lationships need to be held within real- 
istic bonds. The individual is frequently 
so generous to others that he loses his 
equilibrium. Constructively, Venus holds 
Jupiter in balance to foster true cooper- 
ation, which means not to promise more 
tahn can be performed, nor to expect too 
much of others. One expression of Ju- 
piter at this angle is to push others for- 
ward, while the individual stands in the 
background. He maintains his balance by 
expanding another for whom he is the 
base 

Hence, those with Jupiter in the 6th, 
7th or 8th houses and/or Virgo, Libra 
or Scorpio in the Libra quadrant, should 
be made aware of a tendency toward 
over-expanded expectations. The general 
trend is exaggerated generosity, or con- 
versely, expectations of unreasonable 
generosity from others. 

Jupiter at the 10th angle and its ad- 
jacent houses is dominated by Saturn. 
Expansion at this angle is through im- 
personal concepts, for this angle rules 
public service. Jupiter here often sym- 
bolizes the philosopher. It frequently 
manifests through one who does not seek 
public prestige and preferment, but to 
whom they are often freely given. Jupi- 
ter here may denote the trusted guardian 
of the secrets of large corporations, pre- 
serving their private affairs from the in- 
trusions of the public, and disseminating 
publicly only what the corporation thinks 
best. This stems from Saturn’s influence 
which holds back Jupiter’s expansion 
that it may perform a public service. It 
may distinguish one known for his be- 
nevolence and tolerance. 

Hence, those with Jupiter in the 9th, 
10th, or 11th houses and/or Sagittarius. 
Capricorn or Aquarius in the Capricorn 
quadrant, should be aware of their neces- 
sity to formulate concepts in terms of 
impersonal, public usefulness. Here serv- 
ice 1s offered not for the few, but for 
the many, through benevolent ideas that 
come from within, but not for self-bene- 
fit. Ideas formulated are tested in the 
spotlight and must be useful in a wide 
range, otherwise position will not be 
supported.

Exaltations and Nodes 
PART V 


Tue Asterism theory of Exaltations 
which we discussed in the previous arti- 
cle* is probably not the correct one al- 
though it would explain the exaltation 
points of the Sun and Uranus — 19° 
Aries—and of the Moon and Neptune— 
2° Taurus. This probably means that the 
odd numbered Asterisms are solar and 
Uranian, the even ones lunar and Nep- 
tunian. There is, however, another pos- 
sible explanation which is highly sugges- 
tive. 

This other theory is based on the the- 
ory of planetary octaves which we have 
already discussed. We have complete 
information about two sets of octaves, 
i.e., Jupiter as the Earth’s octave and 
Neptune as the octave of Mercury. Now 
the plane of Jupiter’s orbit crosses the 
plane of the Earth’s orbit—the ecliptic— 
at 10° Cancer and Capricorn. We also 
know that Jupiter is said to be exalted 
at 15° of Cancer. These two points are 
only 5° apart, which suggests the possi- 
bility that 10° Cancer is the true ex- 
altation of Jupiter. 

In following the same principle we 
would seek to find just where the orbit 
of Neptune crosses that of Mercury. In 
1850, according to Stockwell (Smithson- 
ian Institution Contributions to Knowl- 
edge, Volume 18, 1872), Mercury’s or- 
bit crossed the Invariable Plane of the 
solar system at 4° Taurus, while Nep- 
tune’s crossed the same reference plane 
at 3° Taurus! This would mean that 
their orbit planes crossed each other be- 
tween 2° and 3° Taurus, which is clearly 
very close to the 2° Taurus point where 
Neptune is said to be exalted. 

The transits of Vulcan over the Sun’s 
face which have been seen all occurred 
at or near 10° of Aries or Libra. How- 
ever, the mode of inclination of Vulcan’s 
orbit to the ecliptic is not certain except 
that it is usually considered to be rela- 
tively great. This would mean that the 
orbit of Vulcan and that of its octave, 
Uranus, would cross somewhere in the 
20° of Aries and Libra. Thus this would

not be far away from the 19° Aries ex- 
altation point of Uranus. 

We do not know the position of the 
mean plane of the Asteroids. If, how- 
ever, its crosses the orbit plane of its 
octave, Saturn, in the vicinity of 21° of 
Aries and Libra—Saturn is said to be 
exalted in 21° Libra—this would fur- 
ther strengthen our hypothesis. This can 
be checked. We know practically nothing 
about the orbit planes of the etheric 
planet X and its octive, P, though we 
are told by Ross that P is exalted in 15° 
of Aquarius. Similarly while we know 
the position of Mars’ orbit, we do not 
know that of its octave, the planet S, 
which is said to be exalted in Mars’ sign 
Scorpio at 28°. However, we do know 
that Mars crosses the ecliptic at 19° of 
Taurus and Scorpio, and we have the 
word of Sutcliffe that the orbit S is near 
the ecliptic. Thus it is probable that their 
two orbit cross not very far from 28° 
of Scorpio and Taurus. 

This leaves one set of planets remain- 
ing, i.e., Venus and its suggested octave, 
Pluto. Their orbits cross at 27° of Can- 
er and Capricorn and if Pluto is ex- 
alted in Leo, especially if in early Leo 
as we suggest, then this too would be in 
fairly close agreement with our hypothe- 
sis. The hypothesis is based on the fact 
that when an outer major planet has a 
position such that it is at or near its 
node on the orbit of its lower octave 
planet, then every heliocentric conjunc- 
tion of that inner fast-moving lower 
octave planet to the major planet is an 
aligned conjunction (or opposition ), i.e., 
the two planets lie in a straight line with 
the Sun! 

The chief drawback to this exaltation 
hypothesis is that it does not account for 
the exaltation points of the inner and 
terrestrial planets, i.e., Vulcan (probably 
in Sagittarius), Mercury — 15° Virgo, 
Venus—27° Pisces, Mars—28° Capri- 
corn, and X (etheric planet)—probably 
in Gemini. It should be noted, howéver. 
that these positions are trine or sextile 
to the exaltation places of their higher 
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octaves. Thus Vulcan in Sagittarius ts 
trine to Uranus at 19° Aries, Mercury 
at 15° Virgo is trine Neptune at 2° 
Taurus, Venus at 27° Pisces is trine to 
Pluto in early Leo the Asteroids (possi- 
bly exalted in Gemini along with X) are 
trine to Saturn at 21° Libra, ¥ in Gemim 
is trine to P at 15° Aquarius Mars at 
28° Scorpio, and if the Earth has an 
exaltation point, it should therefore lie 
in Pisces or Scorpio trine to Jupiter at 
15° of Cancer (or in Taurus or Virgo 
sextile Jupiter’s Cancer plane) Thus 
there is a definite consistency to this 
whole system of exaltations 

The whole question of Nodes is so 
vital that we append a Table of the longi 
tudes where the planetary orbit planes 
cross the plane of the Solar Equator 
(Epoch 1930)—Column I—and ihe in- 
variable plane of the solar system—-(ol- 
umn II (after Stockwell, Epoch 1850. 
Opus cited). . 

Data for Pluto has not been published 
The angular values given below the nodal 
longitudes are the inclinations of the 
planetary orbits to the solar equator and 
the invariable plane.. The 0dal longi- 
tudes are those of the north or Ascend- 
ing. Node of the planet orbit plane on 
the reference plane. 

The information in the Table should 
provide food for astrological thought. It 
should be noted that with the exception 
of Mercury, whose inclination to ‘the 
solar equator has the least value and 
which (with the exception of Vulcan) is 
nearest the Sun, all other planet orbits 
cross the solar equator between 27° 
Scorpio and 22° Sagittarius This-means 
that the invariable plane of the solar sys- 
tem— the MEAN plan of all the planets 
—crosses the solar equator in Gemini 
and Sagittarius Thus for the system 1s 
a whole, the Gemini-Sagittarius Axis has 
a special importance. 


























The two planets most closely related to 
the Earth in many respects, i.e., Venus 
and Uranus, cross the solar equatur at 
nearly the same place that the Earth 
does: Venus 11° 50’ Sagittarius, Uranus 
13° 48’ Sagittarius and the Earth 13° 47’ 
Sagittarius—the difference hetween Earth 
and Uranus Nodes being in 1930 only 1' 
of arc! It should be noted in this con- 
nection that between Julv 16 1945 (first 
Atomic Bomb tried out) and August 
6 1945 (Atomic Bomb first revealed 
most spectacularly. to the world) Uranus 
crossed the solar equator and the eclip- 
tic! Indeed at the bombing of Hiroshima 
Uranus was less than a legree trom the 
Midheaven! Thus the release of Atomic 
Energy was primarily ‘JRANIAN in 
character, being a revolutionary innova 
tion par excellence. The first scientific 
paper to be read on ‘the element |'RA 
NIU'M—named after Uranus—appeared 
in August 17846 only 5 vears afte: the 
discovery of Uranus 


Pacific War 


In fact the whole pattern of the late 
War with Japan was tied up with this 
mid Gemini-Sagittarius. Axis. At Hiro 
hito’s birth on April 30 1901, Uranus 
had just passed heliocentrically its Gem 
ini Node The Earth was heliocentrically 
just past this same Gemini Node on De- 
cember 7 1941 at the time f the Pear] 
Harbor attack--in heliocentric conjunc- 
tior, to Jupiter The last Eclipse path to 
pass over Hiroshima and scuthern Japan 
occurred on December 11, !1852—Earth 
then was just past this same (;semini 
Node—-and this was just 38 days after 
the birth of Emperor Mutsuhito who on 
January 3, 1868 restored .he power of 
the Emperor, thus rocketing Japan from 
total obscurity to its doubtful eminence 
so recently “eclipsed” In fact it was in 
the same November :mmediately before 
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this Eclipse that our own Commodore 
Perry set forth from the U. S. to open 
up Japan! 

The final strand in this complex pat- 
tern, which is so significantly integrated 
about this Gemini-Sagittarius Axis, has 
to do with Venus, planet of “Peace.” 
Only once in 6034 years on an average 
does Venus “eclipse” or transit across 
the Sun’s face. On December 9, 1874 
such a “transit” took place; it was visible 
over Asia, Japan and the Pacific. Win- 
ston Churchill was born 10 days before 
this rare phenomenon, which had taken 
place on the Gemini-Sagittarius Axis. 
The “crisis” of his career came when he 
ran for reelection on July 5, 1945. The 
results, so fateful for his career, were 
announced on July 26, the same day as 
the “Peace” (Venus) ultimatum to 
Japan. Thus this Venus transit, visible 
over the area to which Venusian Peace 
was to come as a result of this ultima- 
tum and the Atomic Bomb, directly ties 
to Churchill’s birth and to the time of 
the climax of his career! Indeed Venus 
was in Gemini conjunction Uranus be- 
tween July 16 and July 26. Clearly the 
whole structure of the Pacific War tied 
directly by Venus, Earth, Uranus, the 
Sun and the crossing points—the Nodes 
which they share in common in Gemini 
and Sagittarius. 

The Nodes of the planetary orbits on 
the Ecliptic are well known (cf. Ameri- 
can Astrology Ephemeris), but it is not 
well known that they make a curious 
pattern which has puzzled astronomers 
for many years. It may be described 
comparatively simply. We take as our 
reference point the Pole of the ecliptic— 
perpendicular to the ecliptic plane of the 


‘Earth’s orbit. All angular values around 


that polar point are measured from 0° 
Aries in the usual manner. For January 
1, 1946 we find Mercury’s Node at 47° 
41’ (17° 41’ Taurus). Therefore we 
draw a line from the Pole of the ecliptic 
so that it makes an angle of 47° 41’ with 
our referent line from the ecliptic Pole 
to 0° Aries. The question is then how 
long should we make this line? Mercury’s 
inclination to the ecliptic is 7° 0’. Since 
this is, with the exception of Pluto, the 
largest angle of orbital inclination to the 
ecliptic, we may translate the angular de- 
grees of inclination into linear units— 
let us say each degree equals 6 inches. 
Therefore the length of the Mercury 


line will be 42 inches, and we will place 
a dot at the end of the line. Mars’ Node 
has nearly the same longitude—49° 8 
(19° 8’ Taurus) —while its inelinatic 1 is 
1° 51’. Therefore its dot will nearly lie 
on the Mercury line but at a distance 
from the polar point of only 11 inches. 
The North Nodes of Uranus and Venus 
are 73° 43’ and 76° 12’ respectively so 
that their lines too will nearly coincide. 
Venus inclination is 3° 24’—equal to 
20% inches. Thus their dots too are on 
nearly the same line, with that of Venus 
further away. 


Jupiter’s North Node has a longitude 
of 99° 54’ and an inclination of 1° 18’ 
8 inches; Saturn is 113° 11’ and 2° 29 
—I15 inches; Neptune is 131° 11’ and 
1° 46’—10% inches. We draw the cor- 
responding lines from our polar point 
(which represents the Earth) and place 
our dots (representing the planets) at 
their correct distance away. Now comes 
the second and most interesting part of 
our task. Having our various planetary 
dots correctly placed we will seek to 
interconnect them in order to complete 
our pattern. 


To start with we have the Earth 
(Ecliptic Pole), Mars and Mercury ly- 
ing on one line, and the Earth, Uranus 
and Venus on another. A line can be 
drawn so that Saturn, Venus and Mer- 
cury have their dots on or near it, and 
another line so that Saturn, Jupiter and 
Uranus have their dots on or very near 
it. Finally a third line may be drawn 
through the Neptune-Jupiter-Mars dots 
(practically parallel to the line from the 
Ecliptic Pole to 0° Aries). Strictly speak- 
ing some of the dots will not quite lie 
on some of these lines but in every case 
they will be very close, close enough so 
that the pattern hits one in the eye. 


That such an amazing pattern should 
exist at all defies all powers to explain 
it—as some astronomers have tried to do. 
For, with the exception of Pluto which 
will not fit into the pattern at all, and 
Neptune which lies on only one line, 
each of the remaining seven planets lies 
on two lines. This “design,” as we might 
term it, will not exist in the future since 
the nodal longitudes change at different 
rates as do the orbital inclinations; for 
the same reason it could not have existed 
in the past. We do not know just when 
the pattern was or will be nearest to 
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exactness—though this could be calcu- 
lated—but generally speaking, the life of 
the pattern is undoubtedly limited to a 
few centuries. This may seem long but 
is brief in the evolution of Man and of 
the solar system. It is interesting to note 
that only the planets within the orbit of 
Neptune are completely included in the 
pattern. [ % 
Since Uranus was discovered in 1781 
this suggests that it was at that time that 
the pattern became complete and perhaps 
in some very potent way operative. For 
since the American and Industrial Revo- 
lutions, which occurred at the time of 
Uranus’ discovery, humanity has experi- 
enced, and is still experiencing, the most 
profound changes in its recorded history. 
We have said that Pluto, whose dot is 
103 inches away (inclination 17° 8’) at 
109° 35’, is not in the design. Yet if 
the inclination of Vulcan’s orbit is 9° 
of 10°, as is believed, with a nodal longi- 
tude of about 10°, then a line probably 
could be drawn through the Vulcan- 
Mercury-Pluto dots, thus bringing Pluto 
and Vulcan into the pattern. Then Earth- 
Venus - Mars - Jupiter - Saturn - Uranus 
would be in the class lying on 2 lines, 
while Mercury would be unique in that 
it would lie on 3 lines, in keeping with 
its traditional function as the intermedi- 
ary and “messenger”! 
Actually we might add a special dot 
for the Node where the solar equator 
crosses the Ecliptic. As already >ointed 
out its longitudes is such that it would 
lie along the Ecliptic Pole-Uranus-Venus 
line but because of the 7° 11’ Inclina- 
tion—43 inches—it would lie along an ex- 
tension of this line. Then this special 
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dot would have a special importance in 
that it would lie on the Earth-Uranus- 
Venus line and near the Vulcan-Mer- 
cury-Pluto line! Actually of course our 
information about Vulcan is such that 
the Vulcan-Mercury- Solar Equator- 
Pluto line must be regarded as specula- 
tive. 

{t should be remembered that this pat- 
tern exists only if we take the plane of 
the Earth’s orbit, i.e., the ecliptic, as our 
reference plane, and therefore this design 
haS meaning only in terms of the Earth, 
a matter very interesting to astrology, 
which is in practice geocentric. If we 
add the position of the Pole of the In- 
variable Plane — Invariable Plane Code 
at 16° 14’ Cancer or 106° 14’, inclination 
1° 35’ or 9% inches—we find that it lies 
close to the Saturn-Jupiter-Uranus line. 
It is between Jupiter and Saturn and 
near Jupiter, and would also form a line 
consisting of the Invariable Pole-Jupiter- 
Ecliptic Pole. Thus this vital Invariable 
Pole aligns with the three chief planets: 
Saturn-Jupiter-Uranus (which largely 
determine the Invariable Plane of the 
solar system) and aligns also with the 
Earth (Ecliptic Pole) and Jupiter, chief 
planet of the system and the Earth’s 
higher Octave. Finally were we to extend 
the line through the Invariable Pole from 
the Ecliptic Pole (near which Jupiter’s 
dot lines) it would pass near Pluto’s dot. 
This suggests that Pluto has actually a 
special importance along with Jupiter to 
the Earth in its relationship to all the 
other planets whose Mean Plane is this 
same Invariable Plane. Similarly since 
the line joining the Pole of the Solar 
Equator to that of the ecliptic passes 
close to the Venus and Uranus dots, this 
suggests that they have a special position 
in the relationship of the Earth to the 
Sun alone. These two special “axes”, one 
in mid Gemini-Sagittarius and the other 
in mid Cancer-Capricorn, should there- 
fore mark two of the most vital sectors 
in Space in the cosmic functioning of 
the Earth. The more important one of 
the two for the Earth is the Cancer- 
Capricorn axis, since the major Axis 
of the Earth’s elliptical orbit has a 11° 
44’ Cancer-Capricorn position. It is no 
accident that as eur year commences on 
January Ist, the Earth is just reaching 
heliocentrically this vital Cancer sector 
which extends through the second Deca- 
nate of that Sign. 
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General Indications 


Tue idea of strenuous efforts in Au- 
gust usually consists of applying energies 
to holidays, playtime, sports either as 
spectators or participant. But this year 
may be different—not that there are less 
rugged aspects, but the direction is away 
from superficial “roughing it’ and to- 
ward a sounder world economy; this 
appears to require extremely sober 
thought and studious labors if weighty 


problems are to be solved, Necessities ' 


may arise for real and vital reorganiza- 
tion or alignment in any endeavor where 
production, industry, basic supplies, 
goods, commodities are needed, or spirits, 
health, skill, talents, can be built up. 
These suggestions are indicated by the 
strong Virgo emphasis this month and 
the transit of Saturn in that sign As 
August opens Venus, also in Virgo, has 
just made a conjunction with Saturn; on 
the 13th Mercury will conjunct Saturn, 
on the 23rd the New Moon in Virgo is 
practically conjunct Saturn, while the 
Sun joins that planet on Sept. 2nd. These 
aspects are not apt to add sparkle to 
conditions, and could be the basic factors 
in circumstances or developments during 
the coming year. As Virgo and the 6th 
house are closely associated with “serv- 
ice” of any description, unemployment 
may not be causing any alarm but a full 
measure of skill and effort may well be 
demanded for high pay. The gamut of 
feeling and response from these impor- 
tant conjunctions could in some cases 
(individual or international) run from 
irresponsibility, a don’t-care attitude, to 
rigidly forced action, none of which is 
conducive to speedy progress or joy in 
doing.

The first eight days of August may see 
the most forceful action of the month as 
well as the most dramatic situations and 
exploits. These come about as Mercury 
and the Sun conjunct Pluto and sextile 
Neptune while Mars comes onto the 
scene by a parallel to Uranus, This Mars 
parallel may rate special attention as it 
not only makes that contact on the Sth 
but will parallel Pluto on the 16th, with 
Moon, meanwhile, paralleling all three 
planets on the 7th and 17th; so this en- 
tire period could produce some fiery ac- 
tion as well as hot weather. Mars, during 
the whole of August. transits Cancer. It 
was conjunct Uranus on July 27th, which 
could have brought a very explosive con 
dition to the surface, but one that held 
excellent potential changes, During Au- 
gust Mars will be in the 12th house of 
the Sun-in-Leo setup, and as such could 
transfer the emergencies or surprise fac- 
tors of the Uranian conjunction into 
hard-fisted labors, necessity for doing a 
swift job, and uncompromising move, 
with the Virgo-Saturn aspects cutting out 
frills, optimism or even luxuries. These 
may be supposed to be hidden, secret or 
new routines put in operation under great 
pressure. However, the Mars accent hard- 
ly ever allows for secrecy and plenty of 
publicity could be spread whether it is 
official or not. In any case compulsion 
could be great, both below and on the 
surface. Futhermore, Mars in Cancer 
will square Neptune in Libra on the 11th, 
oppose Jupiter in Capricorn on the 27th 
and parallel Jupiter on the 29th; these 
aspects may also be calculated to rout out 
secrets, hidden moves, subversive influ- 
ences and changes of a worldwide nature, 
especially relating to finances, necessities 
for living, position, setting in motion 
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shortages that could be accented both by 
the eclipses of April and of October to 
come. Everyday extravagances, waste, 
incomes, stability, the everything-will-be- 
all-right attitude, could be shorn. The 
Mars square to. Neptune occurs on the 
same degree as the Sun in the U.S. chart, 
therefore the leadership of this nation 
may be fired by decisive action, and prob- 
lems particularly allied with foreign af- 
fairs, or any matter touching finances, 
may turn up astonishing conditions that 
could be clouded with chicanery. Investi- 
gative committees or persons are apt to 
come up with unknown facts that may 
have startling repercussions. Moreover 
while Mars transits over the radical Sun 
of the U. S. it squares Saturn in that 
chart at 14° Libra, and then goes on to 
its next major aspect in October, a con- 
junction with Pluto. So in the interim 
the economic structure of the country 
may have to be revised and adjusted to 
fresh needs, and with the shadow of the 
eclipses, the precipitate action of Mars 
may prematurely set off the results of 
overloaded promises, gambles with re- 
sources, waste of fundamental wealth, 
inadequacy, inefficiency or double-cross- 
ings, and heated emotional disturbances 
However, the Saturn influence could miti- 
gate some of the rashness now objectified 
and perhaps add to cool caution in foreign 
diplomancy as well as a sense of serious 
responsibility and the prolonged work re- 
quired to keep going. 

The Full Moon of August &th is a 
mutable chart with Sagittarius, rising. 
Jupiter, the ruler, is retrograde in Capri- 
corn in the 2nd house. The Moon, also 
in the 2nd, opposes the Sun conjunct 
Pluto in the 8th house. Mercury, Saturn 
and Venus are in the 9th, the latter two 
planets in Virgo but Mercury still in 
Leo; this, with the Pluto influence might 
argue some truculence over foreign settle- 
ments or the disposition of certain fac- 
tors in international arbitration ‘or pro- 
cedure. Uranus and Mars are in Cancer 
at the cusp of the 8th house, which is 
not calculated to exercise serenity over 
financial affairs at home or abroad. Dis- 
ruptions are almost sure to be in evidence 
around this time; perhaps owing to lower 
incomes, labor conditions, prevailing 
prices or a less than an enthusiatic atti- 
tude toward loans of any kind to other 
nations. With Neptune in the 10th house 
(square Mars) it would seem that various 
leaders or administrators would be 


, 


brought up short in fooling themselves 
or the people into obviously futile ideas 
or moves. As Mars goes from this square 
to an opposition of Jupiter on the 27th, 
conditions that are confusing and nebu- 
lous now could be plain and obvious facts 
(including losses) then, Not only may 
money, assets, materials, be tight, but ro- 
mance, social life, amusements, weather 
could leave a great déal to be desired 
The crop outlook during early August 
may not be too sanguine. 

The New Moon of Aug. 23rd_ bears 
out and continues the implications of a 
bearish trend toward jobs, business gen- 
erally, changes in services, incomes, 
spending, social affairs, although the labor 
picture could be very optimistic in spite 
of sudden blows. This chart has Gemini 
rising with Aquarius on the MC. All 
planets, except Jupiter, are below the 
horizon, bunched in the 2nd (Uranus 
and Mars), 4th (Pluto, Sun, Moon, Sat- 
urn), and 5th houses (Mercury, Venus 
and Neptune). Jupiter, still retrograde, 
is in the 9th house, ruling the 7th, both 
houses indicating international activity. 
This emphasis could mean much slow mo- 
tion in helpfulness of any kind, and for 
those who wish financial action, swift 
agreements or final decisions, it may be 
the end of September before they are 
satisfactorily concluded. The most im- 
portant positions in this chart for the 
U. S. is shown by the planets in the 
4th house of beginnings and endings 
Pluto is nearest the cusp and could cut 
off various ambitions, with possibly lower 
production on many items, both at pres- 
ent and to come. The lunation and Saturn 
warn of hard work, more discrimination 
and skill in concentrated operations In 
other words, the competition is really be- 
ginning to get tough and “them as has 
what it takes” will be the white-haired 
boys and girls. Management of labor 
leaders may be more on a level of reci- 
procity, with less tension and strife in- 
volved. Apparently the United States is 
attempting an association with another 
nation (or nations) that would ordinarily 
be easy to arrange; but right now the 
gifts, favors, inducements held out ap- 
pear inadequate and the agreement hangs 
fire while the Powgrs Concerned strive 
to marshall opinion (weight, authority, 
money) in order to fill the bill; if the 
funds for the Atlantic Treaty are the 
question, it may be October before they 
are voted. 
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The idea of beginnings, always implicit 
in conjunctions, may not only be evident 
at the New Moon (when every month 
of the year has its own new start) but 
in the joining of the planets, of which 
there are four in August. The two most 
vital are those of Mercury and the Sun 
to Pluto on the Ist and 8th, the other 
two being Mercury and Saturn on the 
13th and Venus to Neptune on the 31st. 
These aspects being from the inner plan- 
ets should indicate only temporary condi- 
tions, as Mercury, Venus and the Sun 
make conjunctions with various planets 
every year and Mercury often more than 
once. For instance, in Sept.-Oct. Mer- 
cury (by retrograde motion) will con- 
junct Neptune in Libra three times, in- 
dicating that conditions may hang fire 
under troublesome confusions during that 
time. However, at present, with the Pluto 
accent and in a fixed sign (Leo) Mer- 
cury and the Sun may show that measures 
are taken to settle, arrange and begin 
rather drastic projects, or at least the 
methods taken may be heavy-handed. The 
heavy-hand would be exercised by Leo 
nations or persons, or those with strong 
fixed sign positions. 

Southeastern Asia 


In the international scene the areas 
affected especially could be the Indonesian 
Republic, with perhaps large contributing 
causes to action in Southern China, Indo- 
china, and on into Australia with eco- 
nomic repercussions, For at least three 
major concentrations take place here; 
these being the ascendent of the Mercury- 
Pluto conjunction, the midheaven of the 
Sun-Pluto conjunction and the midheaven 
of the New Moon of Aug. 23rd. In each 
of these the retrograde Jupiter stresses 
the importance of the economic-financial 
picture, the pressure of want throughout 
this vast area, and the insistence for 
rulership or direction that comes from 
other sources, all of which may have 
some decision at this time. By the 23rd 
such decisions could be favorable for fu- 
ture growth and world trade. The great 
danger here is the greed, or unwillingness 
to compromise issues, inability to look 
ahead to the positive benefits that would 
come through the Capricornian virtues 
of intensive study, labors, strategic posi- 
tion and tactical moves that are indicated 
at this time. The first classification comes 
from Mars opposed to Jupiter, and the 
benefits from Mercury trine Jupiter and 


sextile Mars. Furthermore, the Pluto po- 
sition will sextile the eclipse Full Moon 
of Oct. 7th when very dramatic action 
may affect all of this territory as well as 
Japan. At any rate the powers of reason 
exercised in August, the cooperation with 
other nations, the alignments that may be 
made toward better commercial under- 
standing and interchange of products, can 
be of great value. In some sense the 
people or leaders of Malaya as a group 
will be in a commanding position and 
enabled to take advantage of long-term 
opportunities. Southeastern Asia, with its 
attendant territory and islands, will be a 
key to many world problems for some 
time to come, and the more soundly the 
groundwork is laid now, the firmer can 
be the structure of world cohesion in 
future building. 


Eastern Europe 


The areas that could produce initial 
changes, initiative to action and incentive 
to gain from the above conjunctions are 
particularly Norway and Sweden, East- 
ern Europe (the iron curtain may be 
rent) and some contributing factors en- 
tering from the Egyptian Sudan; appar- 
ently some interests abstain from center- 
ing their developments in Egypt proper, 
although the intensity of force may in- 
crease there as well as on into Arabia and 
India by October. 


South America 


Other areas that may be subject to 
violence, strife, infiltration of foreign 
agents and orders from “higher-ups,” or 
making a desperate effort to hew out new 
paths, could be through the Caribbean is- 
lands, to Brazil, Bolivia and the Argen- 
tine. Bolivia may be taken as a particu- 
larly representative country at this time, 
when fights for personal aggrandizement, 
power, greed, or attempts to hold to na- 
tiondlistic aims and weather may cause 
enormous problems For Bolivian wealth 
comes in great measure from tin, and 
Jupiter is the planet governing tin. Jupi- 
ter is now weakly placed in Capricorn, 
retrograde, and deep in south latitude; 
being so far removed from the other 
planets, it is apt to be a singleton in any 
map, therefore it could command great 
attention without being able to express 
the more beneficial side of its nature. It 
is under pressure from Mars in Cancer, 
quincunx Pluto and technically square 
Neptune. In the natal chart for Bolivia 
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(1826) Mars and Uranus are conjunct | 


in Capricorn and with Jupiter conjunct 
those two violent planets, and all squared 
by the eclipses of both April and Octo- 
ber, it might be surmised that conflicts 
would destroy temporary law and order, 
represented also by Jupiter and, the pre- 
vailing authority, owners, or administra- 
tion. At the conjunction of Mercury to 
Pluto on Aug. Ist the line of the descend- 
ent makes this South American zone one 
where the enemy and foreign influences 
are most likely to be giving the orders. 
Meanwhile, the Baffin Bay sector is still 
open to suspicion as the field of deleteri- 
ous sources, these also having ramifica- 
tions in Alaska, the western U. S. and 
the Pacific Ocean east of Hawaii. 

The Berlin Air Lift was officially ter- 
minated at midnight, May 12th, and a 
meeting of the Ministers of the Four 
Powers was held in Paris on May 23rd, 
ostensibly to decide on permanent issues 
for Germany. A chart for Berlin on May 
12th shows Capricorn rising, with Sat- 
urn, the ruler, intercepted in the 7th 
house together with Pluto in Leo. This 
alone is enough to quell any jubilation 
that might have occurred over such an 
event, and the termination of such an 
important feature in the “Cold War.” 
However, not only are Saturn and Pluto 
in the 7th but they square Sun and Venus 
in the 4th house; these latter two at this 
point show the start of agreements, good 
feeling, benefits that might grow rapidly, 
but as this was the day of the Full Moon, 
with the Moon in Scorpio, opposition 
and square the above planets in Leo and 
Taurus, all fixed signs, the Air Lift 
termination could be only a gesture that 
could be more sharply detrimental in 
the future than in the. past. Venus and 
Saturn obstructions are noted for their 
coldness, which can be more completely 
hostile than any fiery, emotional conflict. 
As a further note as far as strife and 
argument are concerned, Mars in_ this 
chart is also in Taurus square Pluto, 
so with the progression of time, plenty of 
controversy may arise as Mars finishes 
its transit of Taurus around the Ist of 
June (the article is being written in 
late May); it conjuncts Uranus at the 
end of July and makes the same contact 
with Pluto in Oct., all of which seems 
very aggressive—which might be an un- 
derstatement. The actual agreement, so 
far as this chart is concerned, is shown 


by Mercury trine a retrograde Neptune. 
Neptune promises are usually pie-crusty, 
and this Mercury is slowing down to 
retrograde on the 22nd, after which it 
will trine Neptune twice on June 4th and 
26th—evidently attempts to stabilize con- 
ditions. [t then conjuncts Uranus (pro- 
ably a blow-up) on July 11th, with a final 
explosion on the 16th with a square to 
Neptune. The lunar eclipse of October 
6th will strike at the Mar-Pluto positions 
and might be operative as early as Au- 
gust 9th. 

The New Constitution for the Western 
German States was signed at Bonn on 
May 23rd, and sets the stage for a West 
German Government by mid July. A 
chart for the signing shows Sun Venus, 
Mercury and Uranus in Gemini, with 
Mercury retrograde, which is not con- 
ducive to its continued efficacy. Troubles 
appear to include economic shortages, 
financial confusion and (shown by Mars 
square Pluto and Saturn) a running fight 
with powerful enemies, with acrimonious 
disputes featured by must publicity. The 
chart, however, has some excellent as- 
pects. The Moon in Aries gives much 
force to production or any activity; it is 
sextile the Gemini stellium and trine 
Pluto, and in orb of a sextile to retro- 
grade Jupiter. It could be important in 
indicating the spirit of the people and 
their intention to weld the eleven signing 
States into a democratic government. 

The Big Four meeting in Paris also 
started on May 23rd, with Vishinsky rep- 
resenting the U.S.S.R. Here, too, the 
retrograde Mercury tells of long drawn- 
out controversy that probably resolves 
nothing of permanance. Mars continues 
the verbal battle; Pluto shows the gam- 
bles that are being taken to coerce and 
befuddle; the Moon is opposed to Nep- 
tune and both are tied in with the lunar 
eclipse of Oct. So many factors during 
the spring and summer of 1949 are build- 
ing up to a very explosive point by fall. 
As Mars will be conjunct Pluto at that 
eclipse, mounting animosities and hurling 
insults may grow with the critical eco- 
nomic days of August.

Note that red-hot iron (Mars) when 
plunged into cold water (watery sign) 
results in a hiss. Now the sound S is 
very strong in the name -llice and it is 
remarkable how strong that sign is in the 
charts of those so-named ; sometimes the 
ascendant, often strongly tenanted and 
angular, and frequently the Moon is 
there.

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Market Perspective 
August, 1949 


L ATE last March the months of down- 
ward trends, which had marked the av- 
erage of prices, ended and corrective 
strength began. Commodity futures prices 
strengthened persistently through April 
and May; retail trade duplicated the 
sharp gains of the same period of 1948; 
but stock market prices relapsed into 
another narrow range. This narrow range 
of prices, in termis of the Dow-Jones 
Averages, formed a lethargy which is 
the most unique state of paralysis in 
the history of the Exchange since 1792. 
A wide range of factors contributed to 
the condition. Among the major causes 
are: the caution of private venture capi- 
tal which arose from the socio-political 
implications of the November 1946 cec- 
tion results, the widespread »pinion that 
a postwar depression was developing in 
which earnings would be curtailed or 
erased entirely, and the jaundiced view 
nurtured by left-wing theorists since 
1933-1935 that enterprise opportunities 
of the nation have passed a peak so that 
the future is dependent on a planned or 
managed economy under centralized au- 
thority of government. 

Private venture capital. ceases activity 
when its confidence and incentives are 
neutralized. Unless capital investments 
show prospects of preservation and 
growth, the recouping of the cost plus a 
profit, there is no point in sinking the 
funds, Venture capital usually will tackle 
most anything, providing markets are 
probable and production costs and taxes 
are insurmountable. Recently they were 
insurmountable. 

Cyclically the post-war boom, ,which 
marked the flow of supplies generated 
by the accumulated shortages of the war 
years, ended during 1947-1948. A broad 
downward correction was inevitable from 
mid-194§ into this year. However, many 
factors have conspired to cushion an ex- 
tensive decline. For example, Uranus 
(government) this summer sextiles Sat- 
urn (production, democratic principles, 
earth resources) from the cardinal sign 
axis of Cancer, to the common and earth

sign Virgo. Here is the timing of gov- 
ernment subsidies in agriculture, mini- 
mum wage and unemployment payments, 
government spending and credit machin- 
ery, encouragement of high price levels, 
taxes, and wages. This pivotal source 
easily may equal the entire national in- 
come for the year 1930; when private 
income payments are added a resounding 
depression condition is utter nonsense. 
If popular opinion were timing the sharp 
postwar depression idea realistically they 
would be optimistic this year and most 
of next, and very pessimistic from 195] 
to 1953. And instead of becoming dis- 
turbed about it they would begin to an- 
ticipate the period of 1953 to 1959 as 
the area of reconstruction,. which with 
native American initiative can become 
the greatest area of progress in national 
history. 

Heavy potential distribution pressure 
can be expected now in all markets. This 
month, following the intensely bullish 
pressures of June and July, is due to 
participate in carryover momentum from 
these pressures. As a whole the month 
points to at least a mildly reactionary 
trend, with more weakness than strength. 
Short term commitments will look for a 
liquidation opportunity in late July and 
early August; longer term investment 
positions will anticipate market strength 
resuming next month. Minor trend points 
of importance in stocks appear as Au- 
gust 9th, 22nd, and 27th-29th. 

In commodity futures cyclical trends 
point mildly down all month. The centers 
where minor turns usually occur are: 
August 2nd-3rd, 8th, 13th, 18th-19th, 
24th and 27th. 

Business trend psychology is expected 
to be more constructive in the outlook 
for fall and winter. Advance buying of 
goods points to upward revisions; em- 
ployment prospetts late this month are 
due for a sharp turn upward. An ex- 
pansion of this general psychology will 
do much to cushion periods of weakness
